| Mother Tells of the Boys. 

„My boys in those days were leoked upon 
by every one as exemplary,” she said. They 
gave their small earnings to me each week, 
I often told my oldest boy to keep a little 
money, but he would throw it down on the 
floor and say, ‘It bothers me to have it in 
my pockets.’ Then he would take out just 
enough to put in the plate at the church and 
leave the rest with me. The older boys took 
care of their younger brothers, sent them

Worked with Lyman J. Gage.

RIDE A MILE IN PANIC. 


Coach Carrying People Homeward 
Bound from Theaters Runs from 
Eighteenth to Twenty-sixth Street 
Ablaze and Guard Refuses to Let 

Werror-Stricken Women Pass to Car 


 Ahead—Lights Ge Out and Darkness 


With its middie coach in flames and its 120 
passengers in a panic a South Side Elevated 
train of three cars ran from Bighteenth 
street south to Twenty-sixth street at 11:85 
o'clock last nicht. For a part of the way 
the train was dark save for the fames that 
leaped up past the rear windows of the blas- 

Not until the Twenty~sixth street station 
was reached would the guard admit that 
there was danger and allow the passengers. 
to leave the burning.coach, which held more 
than its equal share of the 120 on the train. 

Before the train, carrying people home- 
werd bound from the down-town theaters, 
had reached the Dighteenth street station 
a dense puff of smoke arose from the rear 
end of the middle coach, No. 44, and the car 
was filled with the odor of burning timber. 
At Highteenth street two women and a man, 
who occupied seats near the rear door, arose “ 
and left the train. Others surmised that 
something was wrong and started to do like- 
wise. 


Guard Says “ No Danger and Starts. 
There is no cause for alarm,” shouted the 
guard at the forward end of the coach “A 
fuse has blown out, but there fs no danger. 
Everybody keep your seats 

And with this he yanked the bellcord and 
the train moved off again. 

Before Twenty-second street was reached 
the car was half filled with smoke, and the 
odor Was such as to convince all the passen- 
gers that the car was really burning. Men 
and women had become uneasy, and were 
turning and twisting in their seats and ask- 
ing each other what was the matter. Noone 
appeared to be able to say, but the expres- 
sion heard on all sides was: This car is on 
Are. 

“There is no danger.“ again cried the 
guard, and after a few forced their exit from 
the coach the train was on its way to Twen- 
ty-sixth street. Before the train reached 
that station broad sheets of flame shot up 
past the rear windows of car 44, and the 
passengers made a rush for the front of the 
coach. The guard stood at the door and re- 
fused to allow any to pass to the forward 
car, assuring all that there was no reason 


‘to apprehend any trouble. 


“I know better,” yelled a big South-Sider, 
“and you must stop this train at the next 
station and let these people get off. 

A second later the electric wires under 
the coach were burned in twain, and the 
three cars were in total darkness. It was 
then that the excitement was at its highest, 
Several times there was a puff of fire and 
smoke, resembling an explosion of powder, 
and each exhibition was followed by in- 
tensified unrest on the part of the passen- 


gers. 
Passengers Rush from Cars. 
By the time the train nad stopped at Twen- 
ty-sixth street the train crew saw that it 
would be disastrous to attempt to proceed 
further, and the passengers were directed 
to disembark. They did not wait to be told 
twice. Men and women rushed out of the 
cars, and more than one woman went home 
with her clothing almost torn from her, as 
the result of the headlong scramble to reach 
the station platform, j 
When they were at last all on the platform 
they _were not in a much better position 
than when on the train, for the fire was be- 
side the exit stairway, und it looked as ir 
that portion of the platform would catch 
any second. Women and children hovered 
near the men, who endeavored to assure 
them that there was no real danger, and the 
train crew devoted itself to putting out the 
flames. | 
Hand grenades and 
used until it was seen that if this policy only 
were pursued the train and the station would 
be destroyed. 
An alarm was then sent in and firemen 
from the engine-house at Twenty-sixth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue responded. 
The train was pulled down to Twenty-sev- 
enth street, and streams from twe lines of 
hose were turned on the burning car. The 
train no sooner left the Twenty-sixth street 
station than all the passengers made a bolt 
for the street. Most of them pursued their 
After five. minutes of hard work on the 
part of the firemen and the crew of the train 
the flames were extinguished and the train 
proceeded. The rear end of car No. 44 was 
badly damaged. It was stated that the fire

Every effort was made by members of the : 
‘family to keep the cause of her death se- 


eret. All information was refused at the 
house. 

Mrs, Mayer, who was in the prime of life 
and active in social circles, returned today 
from the Havemeyer-Whitney wedding at 
Newport. | 

After her return from Newport, Mrs. 
Mayer, it is alleged, had a disagreement 
with another member of the family. Later 
in the day, it is said, Mrs. Mayer was 
found unconscious. 


Rumor of Pistol Shot. 
It was rumored that Mrs. Mayer had shot 


herself, but at the house it could not be 


learned if the wound had been 
cidentally or otherwise. 

None of the inmates of the house w 
acknowledge that they heard a pistol sh 
When Mrs. Mayer was found Drs. Zabriskie 
and Cleveland were summoned, and they 
were with her when she died. 

Mrs. Mayer did not regain consciousness 
after her serious condition was first discov- 


ered. 

Mrs, Natalie Mayer was the eldest child 

of the late Theodore A. Havemeyer, one of 
the organizers of the sugar trust. When 
Mr. Havemeyer died at his heme, 241 Mad- 
ison avenue, on April 26, 1897, he left a for- 
tune of $30,000,000. 
„The living sisters and brothers of Mrs. 
Mayer are Enid, wife of Edward C. Potter; 
Theodore A. Jr., who married Miss Kather- 
ine Sands; Blanca, who was married to Will- 
iam Butler Duncan Jr.; Marie, who was 
married to Perry Tiffany; and Dora, Henry, 
and Frederic, who are not yet married. 


Recalls Brother’s Death. | 

Another brother of the dead woman was 
Charles F., better known as “Carley,” 
Havemeyer, whose tragic death at his coun- 
try home at Roslyn, L. I., on May 9, 1898, 
was never sufficiently cleared. 

‘Carley ’’ Havemeyer had married in 1890 
Miss Camilla D. Moss, a society beauty. On 
Nov. 28, 1890, Mrs, “‘ Carley" Havemeyer 
was married to Frederick Beach, at one time 
famous as the handsomest man in the smart 
set in New York. . 

Mr. Beach is the closest personal friend 
that W. K. Vanderbilt has, and for many 
years accompanied the latter on his yachting 
voyages areund the world. 

„ Carley '' Havemeyer’s death was the 
cause of much speculation and gossip. He 
was found dead in his home with a bullet in 
his forehead. The Coroner’s jury was una- 
ble to determine if the shooting had been ac- 
cidental or intentional, and its verdict de- 
clared that Mr. Havemeyer “ came to hig 
death by the discharge of a pistol in his own 
hands, and there was no evidence to show 
that it was not accidental.”’ 

This peculiar phraseology was used at the 
request of the Havemeyer family. 

The death of Mrs. Mayer today under such 
similar circumstancese, including the reti- 
cence of the family, recalls most strikingly 
her brother's death. 

Great Farm the Scene. 

The Mahwah property, where Mr. and Mrs. 
John Mayer Mved, was purchased by Theo- 
dore A. Havemeyer nearly twenty-five years 
ago.

tion in China. The New York dispatch says: 

“A Shanghai! dispatch published here to- 
day says: 

Sheng. the director of telegraphs, has 
communicated a message to the Consuls . 
here announcing the murder of the foreigners 
in Pekin, and laying the blame on the anti- 
foreign General, Tung-Fuh-Siang. 

“*The message says that Tung, enraged 
by the defense made by the British Lega- 
tion, ordered the heavy guns to fire, demol- 
ishing the legation and setting the ruins 
aflame. The result was the annihilation of 
the foreigners.’ 

The British Consul General at Shanghai, in 
transmitting to the Foreign office messages 
from the Governor of Shan-Tung, already 
published, says he fears there can be little 
doubt in regard to the fate of the foreigners 
at Pekin. 


St. Petersburg Story Denied. 

Another dispatch received in New York 
and cabled here claimed to give the de- 
talls from St. Petersburg of the torture and 
murder of the Russian Minister at Pekin, 
declaring he was bolled alive. A @spatch 
tonight from St. Petersburg says: : 

“It is officially stated here that no report 
of the murder of M. de Giers, the Russian 
Minister at Pekin, has been received here 

Though hope still struggles against the 
conclusion that the silence at Pekin is the 
silence of the grave, the official admissions 
in both the United States and Europe that 
the diplomats have adopted the pessimis- 
tic views held by the Consuls at Shanghai 
have almost silenced those attempting to 
reason against the circumstantial evidence 
which is becoming so cogent. 

The Foreign office has received informa- 
tion from the Consul General at Shanghai 
that the whole foréign community’ from 
Wen-Chow has been safely landed at Shang- 
hal. 
Doubt the Sheng Report. 

As no mention is made of the alleged state- 
ment of Sheng, the Director General of Rail- 
ways and Telegraphs of China, to the Con- 
suls at Shanghai, announcing the murder 
of the foreigners in Pekin, it is presumed 
that this story, crediting Sheng with these 
assertions, and announcing that he blamed 
Prince Tuan for the attack on the legations, 
ls one of the many inventions emanating 
from Shanghai. 


Situation at Tien Tsin. 

The situation at Tien Tsin appears to be 
slowly but surely growing worse. The allied 
forces are experiencing the greatest dif- 
ficulty in sending forward reinforcements, 
as the Chinese have rendered the navigation 
of the river most difficult by diverting its 
waters. 
| Happily, St. Petersburg today announces 
Offictally that the telegraph between Taku 
and Tien Tsin has already been restored, and 
that railroad communication will shortly be 
| reéstablished. 

To the other trials of the besieged persons 
at Tien Tsin has been added an outbreak of 
scarlet fever.

MID-ROADERS A FACTOR 


INTEREST IN NEBRASKA POLITICS 
CENTERS IN POPULISTS. 


Democrats and Fusionists Awaiting 
Result of Approaching State Con- 
vention — Leader of Independent 
Movement Sees a Chance for Victory 

im Coming Election — Bryan Re- 

mains Silent and Pays Little Atten- 

tion to the Straight-Out Party. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 14.—[Special.J—Aside 
from W. J. Bryan, who for the time being 
is passive, local political interest is centered 
in the middle of the road Populist State 


convention, which meets next Friday at 


Grand Island. Up to the time of the meet- 
ing of the fusionists this week little thought 
was given the mid-road element, but the 
revolt against the fusion leaders brought 
out im the Lincoln convention has made it 


‘apparent that the mid-roaders may be a 


factor in the fall campaign. D. Clem Deaver, 
who is taking the lead in the independent 
movement, says the party will nominate & 
full State ticket at Grand Island, and many 
of the delegates who were present at the 
fusion conventions will return to their 
original faith and assist in the Grand Island 
convention. 
Sees But One Hope. 

Mr. Deaver says in his paper today: 

„There is but one hope for the people of 
this State, and that ig the mid-road move- 
ment. If the ticket to be put in nomination 
at Grand Island is loyally supported by the 
old-time Populists it may be possible to 
unite all the anti-monopoly elements of the 
State in its support, and with two corpora- 
tion tickets in the field there will be more 
than a good fighting chance for a mid-road 
victory.”’ ‘ 

The fact is the Populists are not feeling 
well over the humiliation put upon them by 
the national convention at Kansas City, but 
they want Bryan, and they know the only 
way to get him Is to vote for Bryan electors. 
There are some Populists who have personal 
grievances against Bryan, and others who 
have grievances against members of the 


State administration. These will be found 


at Grand Island, along with the original 
Farmers’ Alliance men, who have never for- 
given the old-time Populists for entering 
into a fusion agreement, and whose dislike 
for Democrats Is as strong as it ever was. 


Bryan Is Silent. | 

Mr. Bryan himself is paying little attention 
to the mid-roaders. His interest in the State 
campaign is centered mainly in the legisla- 
tive candidates, which has revived the story 
that he will be a candidate for one of tHe 
Senate vacancies if he is defeated for the 
Presidency. His friends, however, say that 
such a conjecture is folly. 

Mr. Bryan will not talk. He is busy at his 
home dictating for hours at a time to a ste- 
nographer. Mr. Bryan insists all his political 
announcements must come from Chairman 
Jones at Chicago or Minneapolis. Part of the 
Bryan family has gone to Colorado, and if 
Mr. Bryan leaves Lincoln before going to 
Indianapolis he will follow his relatives and 
Charles A. Towne, whois already in Colorado 
making free silver speeches. 

Mr. Bryan’s mail has nearly doubled since 
his nomination, Some of the letters are 
unique, and all sorts of suggestions are of- 
fered. Mr. Bryan will not discuss the mis- 
sion of Congressman Lentz, who came here 
yesterday to get his influence or to suggest 
at least that Democratic headquarters be 
removed from Chicago to Columbus, O. Mr. 
Bryan is believed to favor Chicago. |

SUES FOR JUDICIAL ELECTION.

FIRE RAGES IN THE 
MOUNTAINS SOUTH 
OF FRESNO RIVER. 


Flames That Started from a Firecracker 
Set Off by a Little Girl Spread Over 


Twenty Square Miles of Territory and | 


Destroy Large Amount of; Property. 

Grub Gulch, Cal., July 14.— Since July 4a 
fierce fire has been raging in the mountains 
south of Fresno River and up to date terri- 
tory to the amount of twenty square miles 
has been burned. 

The fire was started on the Ist of July at 
the Colton Place, near the Chinese store on 
the Corse Gold road, by a firecracker set off 
by a little girl. The house and outbuildings 
were burned and the flames rapidly spread 
eastward, sweeping everything before them. 


All fences have been burned and three fam- 


ilies have been made homeless. The fire 
reached North Fork on Tuesday night and 
the whole populace turned out to fight the 
fire from their homes. It took a hundred 
men to keep it from the houses. 

The flames passed around the town and 
are still sweeping eastward. The old Wa- 
terloo stamp mill, together with thousands 
of dollars’ worth of machinery, was burned 
on Thursday. A terrific explosion on Mon- 
day announced that the powder mill at 
Quartz Mountain had blown up. 

Hundreds of cords of wood have been 
burned. There is no telling when the fire 
will stop.

“Wilhelmina Will Accept from the Chi- 
Cage Man the Book of Chief 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

THE HAGUE, July 10. — Peter Van 
Schaack, former President of the Holland 
Society of Chicago, is the happiest man in 
the Low Countries today. He is in posses- 
sion of a letter from the secretary of the 
Queen of Holland, Wilhelmina, and he has 
presented to her a book written in Michigan 
by Pokagon, chief of the Pottawattamie 
tribe, who died a year ago. 

Before his death Pokagon wrote an Indian 
Story, The Queen of the Woods.“ He died 
before it could be published, and his son and 
successor as chief saw that the book was 
brought to light. Two copies were specially 
prepared. One was presented to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, wife of the President of the United 
States; the other was destined for the Queen 
of the Netherlands.

ALL DAY FIGHT WITH THE BOERS 


Burghers Make Determined Resistance 
to British Forces in Vicinity 
| of Plat Kop. 


LONDON, July 14.—A report from Plat 
Kop says that the British engaged the Boers 
all day long. Scbuts and mounted infantry 
moving located the Boers a thousand 
strong occupying the ridge from which they 
were driven yesterday. Colonel Thorney- 
eroft's men held the ridge facing them. 
Members of the Strathcona Horse were 
driven in temporarily by a heavy musketry 
fire. After a stubborn resistance the Boers 
forced the British to bring the howitzers into 
action. The infantry deployed for a gen- 
eral advance under Clery’s direction. The 
Boers opened fire in all directions, shelling 
with the guns posted on the British right. 
The mounted infantry in the face of a severe 
fire attacked the Boers. A gun posted on 
an intrenched kopje four miles to the east 
forced the Boers from a number of ridges, 
Getached parties retiring on the center, 
while @ gun on the right was withdrawn 
rough a ravine toward an intrenched hill.

Mr. Peck neither denies nor confirms this 
allegation, but refers to explanations made 
by his subordinates which he says he con- 
siders satisfactory. 

Accompanying the cotrespondence which 
Commissioner Peck trangmits to the State 
department is a letter from A. J. Greiner 
of Chicago, the original complainant, who 
made his protest to the State department 
through Delegate Flynn, 

In this letter Mr. Greiner alleged that an 
effort was made to compel him to pay an 
exorbitant price for the use of space, the 
excuse being made that the amount was 
necessary to cover the expense of building 
showcases, etc. 

X.. S. Capehart, director of liberal arts and 
chemical industries, in a long explanation 
submitted to Mr. Peck denies there was any 
charge e for space. 7 

“Some days after the official opening of 
the exposition,’’ Director Capehart says, 
Mr. Greiner called upon me and asked per- 
mission to eccupy a space in the chemical in- 
dustry section made vacant by the loss of 
an exhibit on the ill-fated steamer Paulllac. 

“The writer informed Mr. Greiner there 
would be no charge for space, but that it 
might become necessary to ask exhibiters to 
pay their pro rata of the cost of laying floors 
and linoleum and constructing platforms, 
which in any case would got exceed 40 cents 
per square foot. I alsoinformed Mr. Greiner 
that his installation would have to be in 
keeping with the surrounding ones, many of 
these costing much more than the sum Mr. 
Greiner states a contractor asked him to 


pay. 

Mr. Greiner was referred to Crawford & 
Co., American contraciors, who were fully 
informed from experience as to the require- 
ments of the department concerning style 
and character of installation. 

Mr. Greiner accepted the space and 
signed a contract in the name of De Witt 
Sisters, 237. Forty-sixth street, Chicago. 
About ten days later Mr. Greiner met the 
writer and informed him that he would make 
the installation at once.“ 

As to the complaint that an effort was 
made to charge Mr. Greiner for space, Di- 
rector Capehart denies that any such at- 
tempt was made, and that Mr. Crawford, the 
showcase manufacturer, denied to him, Mr. 
Capehart, that he told Mr. Greiner that the 
price for making installation included the 
cost of space.

Captain Ide gays in his report: “I beg 
leave to say that it was my ambition to be 
ready to perform any service which the 
commander-in- chief may think suitable for 
a vessel of the size of the New Orleans. It is 
undeniable that in certain localities about 
the coast of the Island of Luzon previously 
unknown dangers may be disclosed at any 
time, that smaller vessels wich lese 
draft would run less risk, their loss would 
be comparatively unimpof tant, and fewer 
lives would be exposed to danger. 

“This same reasoning, however, would 

apply to other large vessels, which, except 
in case of the Charleston, have successfully 
executed their orders, and I know of no rea- 
son why, with: ceaseless vigilance, we could 
not do as well. 
I feel compelled, however. to refer to 
two reasons which make it desirable that 
this vessel should serve in colder climate 
than that of Luzon. : 

This vessel differs from any American- 
built war vessel. Despite every expedient 
the temperature of the cordite magazines 
ranges from 95° to 98° Fahrenheit, which, 
according to the best obtainable tnforma- 
tion, is quite near the danger point for that 
explosive. Having requested a board to ex- 
amine into the matter it may be that their 
investigation will provide a method of low- 
ering the temperature of the magazines.

Frank Morrison, Secretary of the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor, prophesied vic- 
tory for the workingmen and declared that 
the Building Trades council would receive 
the support of every labor organization in 
the United States. 


CONTRACTORS ANSWER HARRIS. 


Ready to Proceed with Work on School 
Buildings When They Can Do 
So Unmolested. 


President Graham Harris of the Board of 
Education has received from the Building 
Contractors’ council a reply to his communi- 
cation asking that the erection of school 
buildings now under way be allowed to go 
on without hindrance from the labor con- 
troversy. The reply throws the blame for 
the present condition of affairs on the labor 
unions and on the school board itself. It 
says the contractors are not only ready, but 
anxious to resume work under the contracts 
they have with the board, provided im- 
munity from molestation is assured. 

The letter is, in part, as follows: 

“You should bear in mind the fact that 
the present trouble was not inaugurated 
until after Feb. 1, and that the records of 
your board, together with the information 
which this council has, show that on several 
of the public school buildings being erected 
a cessation of work had taken place several 
months prior, due to the arbitrary action 
of the Building Trades’ council, and to sym- 


pathetic strikes inaugurated by that organ- 
ization. | 


“This organization, composed of the 


reputable contractors of this city, is alike 


interested in the welfare of the citizens, and 
sincerely desires that the children should 
be properly housed and thoroughly edu- 
cated. Those members of our organization 
who had contracts for erection of different 
parts of work in the several school buildings | 
are, and always have been, ready to com- 
plete the work under their contracts as 
soon as they were assured that the work 
could go on unmolested and unhampered by 
the various unions affiliated with the Build- 
ing Trades’ council. Not only has work 
been stopped by the use of the sympathetic 
strike, through the medium of the Bullding 
Trades’ council, but in a number of in 
stances, as we are informed, through orders 
promulgated by your board. As soon as your 
honorable body indicates its desire to re- 
sume work on the various buildings the 
members of this organization are not only 
ready and willing, but exceedingly anxious 
to proceed with the work under their vari- 
ous contracts.”’

’ STRIKERS’ RIOT IN THE 
- CITY OF ST. LOUIS. 


Employe of the Transit Company, At- 
tacked in a Drug Store, Uses a Re- 
Volver and Seriously Wounds Two 
of His Assailants and Is Beaten. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 14.—[{Special.}—A 
fight this afternoon between a Transit em- 
ployé and several strikers resulted in the 
serious shooting of one of the participants 
and injuries to several others. The shoot- 
ing took place in a drug store at St. Louis 
and Elliot avenues about 2 o'clock, and 
after the smoke of battle had cleared, Her- 
man Baude, an employé of the Union Ice 
company, Was found shot through the left 
side, the wound being of a serious nature. 

Charles A. Young, a striker, was shot in 
the abdomen, and William*E. Herman, a 
‘Tramsit employé, and William Gray, a strik- 
er, were badly beaten. 

Herman, who is a motorman on the St. 
Louis division, entered the drug store to get 
@ prescription filled. He said later that he 
noticed a number of strikers congregated 
at the corner, but thought nothing of it, and 
did not anticipate trouble. Just as he hand- 
ed the prescription to the proprietor, he says, 
William Gray, a striker, entered the store 
and called to the proprietor, who was then 
in the rear, to hot sell Herman anything, at 
the same time, according to Herman, as- 


suming a threatening attitude. 


Herman says that, seeing that Gray meant 


to give him trouble, he started for the rear 


of the store, but before he could get there 
Gray struck at him. The men then had a 
general fight. In an instant almost a halt 
dozen strikers and sympathizers ran into the 
store, and Herman, seeing that he was cor- 
nered, drew ni revolver and attempted to 
shoot. 

Gray, who 10 a powerful man, grappled 
with him and held his arms so that the first 
two shots went upward and did no harm. 
Meanwhile, the crowd was beating Herman 
from all sides. Suddenly with a jerk the 
motorman freed his right arm and fired two 
shots at those assaulting him. Baude was 
the first to tall, followed almost instantly 
by Young. | 

The crowd was so frenzied by this time 
that it paid no heed to the shooting of these 
men, but called others to their help, and 
cried out: Drag him into the werent and 
we'll beat him to death.“ 

H. E. Klosterman, the proprietor, had been 
on the street during all this time calling 
loudly for the police. Officers Desmond and 
Wilson arrived just as the crowd had suc- 
ceeded in taking Herman's pistol from him 
and was preparing to carry out its threat 
to drag him into the street, Where a mob of 
considerable proportions had congregated.

(SENATOR GEAR 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


Iowa Man III of Heart Fail- 
ure in Washington and 
Soon Expires, 


DEATH FOLLOWS A DRIVE 


In Good Spirits in the Evening 
and Was Stricken Soon 
After Retiring, 


LONG TIME IN PUBLIC LIFE 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—{Special,}— 
Official society in Washington was pen a 


failure of Senator John Henry Gear 
of lowa, which took place at day- 
light this morning. Senator Gear had 


intended to leave tomorrow aftérneon for 


his home in Iowa. By a strange fatality the 
casket containing his body will be carried 
on the same train on which he had engaged 
passage for himself and family. 

Senator Gear had been aging visibly during 
the last year and frequently spoke in a 
doubtful way regarding the future, although 
he was only 75 years old, and several of his 
friends have passed the four-score mark. 
Senator Gear was, however, the only one 
who seemed to take a gloomy View of the 
situation and his friends expected him to 
live for many years. 

Yesterday evening Mr. Gear appeared to 
be in excellent health and spirits, and to- 
gether with Mrs. Gear and Secretary Wil- 
son, an old Iowa friend, went out fer a ride. 
At about midnight the Senator retired with- 
out any sign of an approaching illness. At 
1:30 Senator Gear awakened his confidential 
secretary, Colonel Root, complaining | of 
cramps and a feeling of suffocation. Mrs. 
Gear was aroused promptly and applied al- 


ator.

that the illness was serious, as the patient's 
breathing became difficult and his mind 
seemed to be failing. Messages were sent 
at once for Dr. Gardner, Who was in Europe, 
so there was some delay before another 
physician arrived. 

The members of the family were told, when 
Dr. Davis reached the house, that the Sen- 
ator could not survive more than a few 
hours. 

At 4:15 Senator Gear rallied noticeably, 
and in response to Mrs. Gear's anxious in- 
quiries said that he felt much easier. Fifteen 
minutes later death had come. 

As soon as the news reached them Secre- 
tary Wilson of the Agricultural department, 
Senator Pasco of Florida, and Admiral 
Walker of the navy, a friend of fifty years’ 
standing, called at the Portland, where the 
Gears have lived for along time. Sergeant- 
at-Arms Ransdell of the Senate was im- 
mediately notified and made arrangements 
for the funeral, which will take place at 3 
p. m. on Wednesday in Burlington, no pub- 
lic services being held here. 

Senator Gear had arranged to leave for 
home at 3:80 o'clock over the Pennsylvania 
railroad. A special car on the same train 
will carry representatives of the Senate and 
House to act as official representatives at 
the home funeral. 


Discussion of a Successor. 

Iowa people here are considerably at sea 
regarding the succession to the seat in 
Benate. The recent fight that resulted in 
Senator Gear's victory is supposed to have 
left some marks. It was said at the time in 
Washington that if Senator Gear were out of 
the fight half the delegation would be active 
candidates for the place. 

There are five old members of. the delega- 
tion—Dolliver, Hepburn, Lacey, Hull, and 
Cousins—all of whom are expected to be- 
come candidates and any one of whom would 
make an excellent Senator. The popularity 
of Dolltver outside of the State, as shown 
by the fact that he was so nearly nominated 
for Vice President at Philadelphia, influ- 
ences many people to believe that he will be 
the successor to Senator Ge But people 
from lowa say he is not necessarily the 
strongest man in the State. Besides this, it 
is hinted that the antagonisms certain to 
develop in the delegation will be likely to re- 
sult in the selection of some man without 
any Congressional experience. 

Besides, there ig Secretary Wilson to be 
reckoned with, who is one of the most popu- 
lar men in the State and whose record as one 
of President McKinley's Cabinet has been 
absolutely beyond criticism. 


IS A SAD SURPRISE TO IOWA. 


Death of Senator Gear Comes as Shock, 
Although Preceded by Alarm- 


ing Reports. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 14.—[Spectal. |The 
mews of the death of Senator Géar came as 
a painful surprise to the people of lowa, 
notwithstanding the alarming reports as to 
the Senator's condition brought from Phila- 
delphia by Iowans who attended the Repub- 
lican National convention. 

During the convention Colonel Richard 
Root, Senator Gear's confidential attendant, 
informed Congressman Dolliver and others 
that the Senator was suffering from a kid- 
ney trouble which would not yield to treat- 
ment, and that the attending physician had 
endeavored to prepare the family for the 
result that was certain to follow. 

Des Moines editors and political leaders 
received numerous telegrams today from 
newspapers and politicians throughout the 
State asking what the probable course of 
Governor Shaw will be with respect to filling 
the vacancy caused by the death of Senator 
Gear, and whether or not the Senator's death 
will affect the situation as to the candidates 
before the State convention which meets on 
Aug. 1, but all these inquiries | have gone 
unanswered. 

Governor Shaw place in the 
Senate with the aid of Lieutenant Governor 
Milliman by resigning and being appointed 
by the latter, but few persons believe that 
he would consider such action. 

If the Titus amendment, providing for bi- 
ennial elections, and which is to be voted on 
at the coming election, is ratified by the peo- 
ple, the terms of State Senators and Repre- 
sentatives will be extended one year and the 
present Legislature will thus be privileged 
to elect Senator Gear’s successor. 

This being true, the Senatorial question 
may have much to do in settling the fate ot 
the Titus amendment. Matters may assume 
such shape that a fight will be made to de- 
feat the amendment. It is generally under- 
stood that Governor Shaw, Congressmen 
Dolliver, Lacey, and Hepburn, and A. B. 
Cummins are ee areca to succeed Senator 
Gear. 


CAREER OF JOHN HENRY GEAR. 


Man Was Known as Old 
Business.”’ 

John Henry Gear, United States Senator 
from Towa, won almost equal fame as a 
business-man and a statesrhan. While in 
political Ifife he was in turn Mayor, member 
of the Legislature. Congressman, Governor, 
and United States Senator, but he never lost 
the title that he won early in his career of 
“Old Business and it was the business 
qualities that he exhibited In the various 
positions that he held that gave him such a 
te career as a statesman. 

John H. Gear was born in Ithaca, N. T.. 
on April 7. 1825. After receiving a common 
School education he went with his father to 
Galena. III., in 1886, and then to Fort Snell- 
ing. Minn., in 1838. 

Then he left home, going to Keosauqua, 
Ia, and in 1843 went to Burlington, where

and began business for himself. conducting 
a small general merchandise store. 

At that time Chicago was a struggling vil- 
lage, St. Louis was the great commercial 
center of the West, and the Union Pacific 
railroad had not been sonstructed: There 
was net an operated railroad line west of Ohio 
in the West, not a mile of telegraph line, nor 
any means of rtation except steam- 
boats or stages. Burlington at that time 
was the center of a new and rapidly devel- 
oping community. 

Senater Gear's business thrived and 


Iowa and many of the other Western States. 

As a business-man he was shrewd at mak- 
ing a bargain, paid the most minute atten- 

tion to details, worked incessantly, and laid 
the foundation for his nickname of “ Old 
Business,” which finally was cenferred upon 
him when as Governor it was observed that 
he attended to the people's business in the 
same careful manner that he had, managed 
his own. 

During his early life Mr. Gear took no espe- 
cial interest in politics, though he became a 
Republican as soon as the party was organ- 
ized and was with the party heart and soul 
in all the great questions emanating just 
before and during the civil war. 

In 1863 he entered political life as Mayor 
ef ._Burlington. He retired to private life 
after his term was finished and then he was 
recalled into public service again, being 
elected a member of the Iowa House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
and Sixteenth General Assemblies of the 
State and serving as Speaker of the House 
during his last two terms. 

In the Legislature he was known as cool- 
headed and cautious to an extreme, slow to 
accept innovations, and extremely inquisi- 
tive as to every expenditure of the people's 
money 

Mr. Gear’s first big political fight was in 
1874, when he was first elected Speaker of 
the House. This was during what was 
known as the grange deadlock. The 
House was tied in membership, one-half be- 


| ing Republican and one-half “ Anti-Monopo- 


list.” The situation was an exceedingly 
dificult and stubborn one, but Gear wen out, 
and it was declared then that he was the only 
man in Iowa who could have done so. 

From the Legislature Gear passed to the 
Gubernatorial chair. He constituted him- 
self the actual, responsible, and business 
Executive of Iowa's State institutions and 
worked numberless reforms the influence of 
which has centinued down to this day. He 
led up to the State Board of Control and 
created the present State Railroad commis- 
sion. 

He was in the Legislature and Governor 
of Iowa during the “ anti-monopoly” and 
„ Franger period, and it was due to him 
that the Iowa lawmakers. did not fall inte 
that frenzy against railroads that threat- 
ened so much harm at that time to the de- 
velopment of so many Western States. 

In 1886, Hu was elected to Congress and was 
reélected two years later practically without 
opposition. In his second term in Congress 
Mr. Gear was on the Ways and Means com- 
mittee and had charge ef one of the sched- 
ules of the McKinley tariff bill, the making 
of which was one of the great events of that 
Congress. 
The landslide against the. Republicans in 
1890 defeated Mr. Gear for re#@lection, but 
he servéd for some time as Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under President Harri- 
son | 


_ In 1892 he was again returned by his party 
to Congress, and in January, 1894, was elect- 
ed by the Legislature of Iowa as junior 
United States Senator. 

Senator Gear's greatest work was in re- 
gard to the settlement of the Pacific ral 
road indebtedness, when, through his ef- 
forts and after various departments of the 
government and some of the greatest states- 
men had interested themselves with the 
problem in vain, Senator Gear succeeded in 
settling the Pacific railroad debt to the gov- 
ernment by obtaining a realization of $117,- 
000, 000 instead of the §20,000,000 offered. 

Senator Gear was noted as being one of 
the most taciturn men who ever sat In the 
United States Senate. He had little or noth- 
ing to say upon the floor of the Senate, but 
his work counted in the committee-rooms 
andin the departments. He was indefatiga- 
ble in his work fer his State and his constit- 
uents, and bore the reputation of having se- 
cured more for his people than any other 
Senator now in office. 

In January of this year Senator Gear was 
reélected to the Senate, his term to expire in 

1907.

Bighteen hours before the doctor left oe

At 8 o'clock in the morning 
these animals had not been removed, ‘and it 
was only when Officer Nolan of the Humane 
society stopped the garbage collectors and 
persuaded them to take up these animals 
that Mrs. B. D. Myer, in the first flat, and 
Mrs. M. J. Reynolds, in the two upper flats, 
breathed freely without fear of offense. | 


Complaint of Mrs. Reynolds. 


Complaint had been made 
Turck on Friday. At that time, wholly with 
a view to abating a double nuisance, Mrs. 
Réytiolds had made complaint to the Illinois 
Humene society, charging cruelty against 
Dr. Turck’s vivisection methods in the base- 
ment of his house. As a matter of fact Mrs. 
Reynolds was not nearly so concerned about 
the animals on the dissecting tables as she 
was about the dogs that barked and howled 
in the barn or lay after dissection in the alley. 

“We can’t sleep at night for the noise,“ 
said Mrs. Reynolds, and we can’t look out 
of the windows in daylight without being 
disgusted at the sight of dead dogs, cats, and 
rabbits in the alley. We are simply sickened 
by these displays. That is why I made com- 
plant. I have lodgers here, and it means 
that I shall lose them if this dog nuisance 
isn’t abated."’ - 

According to President John G. Shortall of 
the Illinois Humane society he cannot move 
to stop such vivisections unless competent 
witnesses to the work make sworn com- 
plaints. According to the City Health de- 
partment if Dr. Turck has dead animals to 
dispose of he must put them in the alley until 
the dead. animal contractor comes to get 
them.

and all the care that could be given 
to a wealthy patient are given to the dog 
operated upon. Unless for the moans and 
whines which an animal gives while resist- 
ing chloroform, a dog makes no noise while 
operated upon or afterward. It is insen- 
sible while cutting is going on and when it 

recovers consciousness it lies down in a 
soft bed and is fed and cared for to the best 
of our ability. Noises are made by the live 
dogs which have not been touched bz the 
knife. Ordinarily, where these hav» made 
too much noise in the barn we have brought 
them to our basement, or even into the house 
to keep them quiet. ‘ 

“tf I did not feel that I had something 
to demonstrete to the advantage of man- 
kind I certainly should not be experiment- 
ing. upon animals with the knife. It costs 
money, time, and patience to do this. I look 
to intelligent people see this. As to the ig- 
norant, those who eat beef and pork from 
the Stock-Yards shambles are often the 
mosts disposed to save the feelings of the 
creature whose life may be the saving of 
the lives of many human beings.

Dr. Henry Wade Rogers today ceases to 
be President of Northwestern University. 
His resignation, recently accepted by the 
university trustees, was made to go into ef- 
fect on July 16. A regular meeting of the 
Executive committee of the Board of 
Trustees is to be held tomorrow afternoon, 
but Secretary Crandon of the board said 
yesterday that no action in regard to an 
election of a President would be taken at 
that time. It is in the power of the Execu- 
tive committee, however, to choose an act- 
ing President. 2 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
trustees will be held about the middle of 
September, and unless a special meeting is 
called at the request of at least five trustees 
no action will be taken in regard to the 
Presidency until then. Secretary Crandon 
said it was not likely that a special meeting 
would be called. Meantime, the university 
will be without an official head. 

Until either a President or acting Presiaent 
is elected the administraiton of univercity 
affairs will be in the hands of Dean Da. iel 
Bonbright. 

Dr. Rogers, who some time ago acvepted 
the chair of internatiénal law at Yale, said 
that he and Mrs. Rogers would not leave for 
New Haven until about the last of Septem- 
ber and that until then he would continue to 
work on his new law book. 

It was feared that Mrs. Rogers would re- 
sign at once the Presidency of the North- 
western Settlement association, but she has 
decided to continue the work until she leaves 
for the East.

The policemen stand on a corner or walk a 


certain short beat, but they dare not leave 


it without permission, even to answer_an 
urgent call from a citizen. Their duties in- 
clude many things besides-catching thieves. 
They must watch the street cars and omni- 
buses and count the passengers to see that 
these conveyances are not overcrowded. 
They have to step bicyclists from crossing 
forbidden streets, and to look out for fellows 
without lanterns. 


Duties of the Chief. 
“The Chief—the Police President—is a big 


government, official with the duties of civil 
Governor as well as of thief taker. At the 


district stations the officers have so much 


writing to do, so many records to keep, so 
much bother with the people who fail to 
notify them of change of residence or of the 


employment of a new girl, or to get a baby 


buggy license, or pay their taxes, that they 
have little time left for what we consider 
police duties first of all. 

“This work falls almost entirely upon the 
plain clothes men. There is one set called 
the political police, who work up informa- 
tion needed by the highest government of- 
ficials. The criminal police, who are under 
entirely different management from the 
political, are divided into different depart- 
ments. One lot handles robberies, another 
burglaries, another pickpockets, another 
murders, and so on.

LONDON, July 14.—England is drawn by 
a pillar of cloud amid the horror of great 
darkness into another.great war before the 
campaign in south Africa has ended. The. 
mystery of Pekin remains inscrutable in 
motive and detail, but is easily understood - 
in pathos and atrocity. Men brood in silence 
over the inevitable catastrophe and crime 
of horror unparalleled in modern history, and 
are well nigh convinced that no foreigner 
remains in the anarchy-rent capital to tell 
the ghastly tale of outrage against civiliga- 
tion. And when Europe, America, and Japan 
are moving England cannot stand still and 
confess that she is helpless and heartless. 

Two divisions have virtually been ordered 
from India for the war in China, but the sit- 
uation ts fraught with danger and intrigue. 
India is stripped of battalions at a time 
when the garrisons there are already too 
weak and the swarms of native population 
are pulsating with unrest. A second cam- 
paign is entered upon in which the jealousies 
of the European powers are as perilous as 
the blind, unreasoning forces of 
and fanaticism, and when the ick ae 
neither statesman nor journalist ventéres 
to forecast, is reached, the legations will 
not have been saved nor any punitive meas- 
ure of vengeance commensurate with the 
enormity of the crime enforced, nor any 
adequate safeguards established against a 
European confilct over the partition of 
China, nor any limitations placed upon the 
vast increase of British responsibilities. 

The situation is simply appalling when the 
only adequate scheme of vengeance for the 
massacre of the legations is something im-

Conditions Declared to Be Worse 


Than Those Exposed 
by Mazet. 
BIG EXPOSURES MAY FOLLOW, 


LONDON, July 14—In Parliament the 


week was redeemed from total tediousness 


by a remarkable exposé of London's cor- 
ruptness by Samuel Smith (Liberal member 
for Flintshire), and John Burns (Socialist 
member for Battersea). The allegations 
made by these members, and Home Secre- 
tary Ridley did not deny them, show condi- 
tions which equal anything discovered by 
the Lexow and Mazet committees in New 
York—immoral dens, blackmailing, and 
bribery of the police apparéntly flourishing 
and greatly on the increase, especially in the 
West End. Degraded criminals, declared 
Mr. Burns, who were cleared out in 1898, are 
retstablishing themselves in large numbers 
in the metropolis, and he offered to show 
Sir Matthew White Ridley West End haunts 
where the form of vice of eastern origin 
is taking root.” He also asserted that the 
West End club proprietors and brothel 
keepers have the police directly under their 
control.“ 

Mr. Burns cited individual instances, and 
ended by telling the Home Secretary that 


| if he did not stop this bribery the evil 


„ would deepén until we saw a state of af- 
talrs in London similar to what we have 
seen in the tenderloin of New York, where 
a chief inspector had earned $50,000 a year 
by blackmail.” 

All policemen fn the West End, Mr. Burns 
suggested, should be paid better, as their 


presetit pittance made even trifling bribes 


terrible temptations. 

The Home Secretary was aghast, and said 
he would examine into the charges.

New ‘Governor of ‘Australis. 


The appointment of the Ear! of Hopetoun 
to. be the first Governor General of the fed- 
erated Australian colonies at a salary of 
410,000 meets with general approval. As 
Governor of. Victoria the Earl became im- 
mensely popular in Australia, while the tact 
with which he has filled the duties of Lord 
Chamberlain has greatly added to the young 
peer’s reputation. The Earl of Denbigh is 
ted to succeed to the royal office—Lord 
Chamberlain. of her Maesty’s household— 
which Hopetoun’s promotion makes vacant. 

Though Australian federation is an estab- 
ushed fact, owing to the Queen's signature 
being affixed to the bill, and though the 
Governor General has been appointed, the 
location of the Australian capital has not yet 
been decided upon. By the terms of the new 
constitution, it is to be in New South Wales, 
distant no less than 100 miles from Sydney. 
The intercity rivalry makes the final selec- 
tion a matter of grave importance. When 
the matter is decided a hundred square miles 
will be taken from New South Wales, be- 
coming the property of the commonwealth, 
on the same plan as Washington and the 
District of Columbia. In the meanwhile, 
Melbourne will be the W seat ot the 
Legislature.

Provocations inciting to quarrel will be 
plenty between us and other powers before 
this Chinese nightmare is swept away, let 
alone the other and abundant enough causes 
of difference. An undercurrent of dissatie- 
faction with France pervades thie country 
that might easily be fanned into dangerous 
activity were any pretext to be given to agi- 
tators always inimical to peace. Surely it is 
strange that we with our hands so full, de- 
nuded of our army to a degree unparalleled 
since the year of Waterloo, and afflicted 
with doubts about the efficiency of no incoon- 
siderable portion of our navy through those 
condemned Belleville boilers, should rest- 
lessty imitate our French neighbors in strut- 
ting about, looking into every man’s eyes to 
see if he was disposed to fight with us. 

Our mood is a dangerous and unlovely 

„and all wise men can do is to keep calm 
a ‘hope to sit it out. 

Our Parliament has not yet taken its 
recess, but it might for all the good it is 
doing.

SOCIETY STORMING AT ASTOR, 


More About the Effront Effront to British Roy- 
alty by the Former New Tork 
Man. 


THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

LONDON, July 14. ~William Waldorf As- 
tor has gone to Marienbad, regardless of the 
storm raging in the highest circles of society 
over the insult to Sir Berkeley Milne. Fur- 
ther interesting particulars are told of how 
the incident arose. The person who invited 
Sir Berkeley Milne to Mr. Astor’s concert 
was the Countess of Orford, formerly Miss 
Louise Corbin of New Tork. 

Knowing Mr. Astor intimately, and the 
Barl not being able to go, the Countess 
brought Sit Berkeley Milne instead. Sir 
Berkeley was announced in his own name. 
The celloquy with Mr. Astor already printed 
ensued. 

Mr. Astor angrily said, as Sir Berkeley was 
leaving, that he would publish the circum- 
gtances in the Pall Mall Gazette. Sir 
Berkeley Milne actually sent a letter later 
explaining the circumstances, and apologiz- 
ing, asking Mr. Astor not to make public 
mention of the incident, as the lady’s name 
might be dragged into it. Nevertheless, Mr. 
‘Astor: made the publication. 

The, dffair has created a furious feeling 
against Mr. Astor, especially among mili- 
tary and neval officers, who treat the insult 
to Sir Berkeley Milne as an affront to their 
profession. 

The Naval and Military Club committee, 
acting at the instance of the Duke of York, 
wrote to Mr. Astor, complaining that Sir 
Berkeley. Milne had been treated contrary 
‘te the usages of polite society, and suggest- 
‘ing an apology. But Mr. Astor rejoined that 
he ‘would tecognize the intervention of no 
club nor anybody. The matter was purely 
personal. if Sir Berkeley Milne hada griev- 
ance he had a remedy in the courts of law. 

This attitude, though technically correct, 
still further inflamed the feeling against Mr. 
Astor. The Duke of York brought the facts 
ot the correspondence under the notice of the 
Prince of Wales, who has written Sir 
Berkeley Milne and caused it to be known 
that he considers Mr. Astor’s conduct un- 
pardonable. 

The insult to the Countess of Orford is one 
of the worst features of the incident. Sir 

Berkeley Mline's position in society is above 
any possibility of damage at Mr. Astor's 
hands. | 

Having been commander of the Queen's 
yacht, her Majesty has interested herself in 

the affair, being informed of the circum- 
stances’ by the Duke of York. 

Mr. Astor’s only known motive is his 
jealous apprehension that he was thought 
not to be known by his own guests. 

The Earl of Hardwick, who represents the 
feeling of smart society, commenting on the 

incident, says: 

“It is 4 gross violation of the etiquette 
‘and respectable traditions hitherto govern- 
ing the British press. If the owners of news- 
papers were to imitate Mr. Astor by using 
their property to insult the individual with 
whom they have quarreled and adver- 
tise their own want of breeding and hos- 
pitality, our journals would sink to the level 
of the organs of the boulevards.

the newspapers with emigration matter, 
answering inquiries from people desirous of 
changing their locations and bettering their 
condition,and getting up trips by representa- 
tive Americans into the Canadian Northwest 
to report on their return to their friends on 
‘the advantages offered to those who were 
to risk removal to new lands. 


Results of all this expenditure of energy 
and dollars were discussed in the House of 
Commons this week. The large increase in 

the amounts demanded by the department 
in charge of the work was opposed by the 
Conservatives on the ground of inadequate 

‘achievement.

THREE SCORE AND TEN. 


Pupils ef the Great Piane Teacher 
Want a Grand Celebration, but Are 
Dissuaded, and Instead Start a Fund 
to Assiat Impecuanious Persons Who 
Possess Musical Talent—How “ Class 
Evenings” at the Professor’s Home 
Are Spent—Gossip of Instructors. 


{FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE BY . L. HUBBARD.) 

VIENNA, June 23.—Theodor Leschetizky 
was 70 years old yesterday. Looking into the 
bright brown eyes of that famed maker 
of pianists,” watching his quick movement 
of hands and body, listening to him tell a joke 

in that firm, steady voice of his, one would 

gay if this man be 70, then 70 is but the 
prime of life—the age at which every mental 
and bodily faculty reaches its full of power 
and vigor. Seen among his flock of pupils 
he is the youngest, the most energetic of 
them all, and it is from his youth and his 
energy each one draws inspiration, deter- 
mination, and ambition. 

They all were eager to celebrate this sev- 
entieth anniversary in elaborate fashion, but 
this youth of three seore and ten made many 
an excuse and finally persuaded the leaders 
in the undertaking to abandon all thought of 
a big banquet, and Jent his hearty approval 
only to the establhing of a fund for the 
support of talented but impecunious pupils. 
Over $3,500 has been raised among those 
who have studied with him or are now doing 
so, and it is expected this sum will be de- 

eidedly increased when all those applied to 
have contributed their mite. oe 
To Aid Impecunious Talent. 
This fund it 4s understood will be invested 
and the interest from it will be used in help- 
ing those who were better off in talent than 
in the wherewithal needed for the paying of 
hoard bills, piano rent, and music dealers’ 
accounts. The célebration of the birthday 
instead of being merely an event of a day or 
a night has become therefore a permanent 
‘source of possible benefit to those who are 
musically promising, and in whom the vet- 
eran teacher finds of course his greatest 
pleasure. 
, The day was not permitted to pass, how- 
“ever, without some notice being taken of 
the important anniversary it brought. An 
address was presented to the master,“ 
signed by all the pupils now studying with 
him, over 300 telegrams and letters arrived 
at his house containing congratulations 
from men and women prominent in musical, 
art, and governmental circles in every coun- 
try in Burope, and from pianists from all 
over the world who owe their training to 
. him, and last night intimate friends and ad- 
'mirers united in a banquet at the Hotel 
Bristol, at which Leschetiaky was the much- 
tested guest of honor. 
Home of The Master.” 
* Leschetisky’s residence is out at Cottage, 
a title borrowed from the English and which 
the Viennese transforms into a spoken dis- 
syllable sounding something like ‘‘ caught- 
taysh.’ Cottage is the one section of; 
ll Vienna where flats do not abound. 
There each house stands by itself 
+ and has trees, grass, and a bit of 
yard about it. In a large, roomy struc- 
ture of two stories crowned by a tower the 
best known piano master in Europe lives 
and gives his instructions. The entire first : 
+ floor is devoted to his pupils and their work, 
the large music-room and the two rooms ad- 
Joining it, the wide hall, and the professor's 
Mibrary being thrown open on class days 
and being the place where all the Lesche- 
tizkyites and a few privileged friends con- 
grégate every second Wednesday for the 
famed class meeting. 

These meetings contain much that is in- 
teresting and much that is instructive, not 
only for the student of music, but for the 
student of human nature as well. Young 
people of évery nationality are to be seen 
there—not only Europe and North America. 
but South America, Africa, and Australia 
“ontribute members to the colony which 
Leschetizky’s fame attracts to Vienna. The 
class is supposed to begin at 6 o' clock. but it 
usually is an hour later before the professor 
Appears and the music commences. 


Gathering of the Pupils. 
Singly and by twos and threes the pupils 
dome in, the buzz of lively conversation car- 
ried on in many tongues fills all the rooms; 


_ newcomers, awed by the mere thought of sit- 


8 ting in the presence of the master, tor whom 
they are being prepared by his assistants, 
steal mildly in and seek some half-hidden 
corner; mothers of prodigies enter triumph- 
antly leading by the hand tiny tots, every

_ reason never seem to arrive in the eagerly 
waiting world of music; players who have 
stood the fire of a season or more of con- 
cert work and who have returned for a

When Leschetizky Comes. 

When Leschetizky comes down-stairs ex- 
pectancy reaches its height—the program for 
the class is to be up. No one is certain 

arriving at the house if he will be asked 
to play or not. Those who have one or two 
pieces sufficiently mastered to play them thus 
' “tn public” usually bring the music with 
them. The professor asks those he wishes to 
hear what they have brought, makes a note 
ol the name of the composition and the 
player, and may or may not call for the per- 

formance during the evening. 

About 7 o'clock he enters the music-room 
in one end of which stand two grand pianos— 

one fine one and one of decidedly worn qual- 
ty. He takes his place at the fine one, calls 
for some pupil, announces the composition 
to be played, and with the music before hint 
on the rack either follows the performance 
closely or if the selection be a concerto orany 
other work cading for two pianos plays the 
second part. The pupil must play from mem- 
ory unless some good and sufficient reason 
be given for having the notes, and a break- 
down occurring more than once is Hable to 
call down upon the player’s confused head a

It occasionally happens, however, that a 
pupil appears who, while he takes the view 
point that criticism of playing or singing 


is not only entirely legitimate but is neces- 


sary for progress in his work, and can un- 
derstand that the teacher may even display 
some excitement or pogsible irritation when 
offering this criticism, does not believe it is 
necessary that the teacher should call him 
names, poke fun at his clothes or his man- 
ners, throw books at his head, or tear his 
music to pieces. 
American Girl Retaliates. 

Such a pupil was one young woman—she 
was an American, one is proud to say—who 
when a prominent teacher in Europe seized 
her music because she had made a mistake 
in playing and tore it in two quietly rose 
from the plano, picked up the first plece of 
his music she could lay her hands upon, and, 
tearing it in two, threw it down before him 
and looked him squarely in the eye. What 
did he do? He looked at her, smiled, and 


ever afterward behaved himself as a man 


and a sane man should. 


The incident serves but to prove that the 
explosions are not essential to ‘successful 


teaching, but are merely indulged in so long 
as the pupil finds them charming an 
“so Uke the master.“ 

It is not to be taken from the foregoing 
that Leschetizky or any of the other great 
teachers of Europe are continually upon 
the warpath—their nerves and physical well- 
being would preclude that, “There are class 
evenings out at Cottage which pass off in 
the most serene manner, when the professor 
is in delightful mood, pupils play well, visit- 
ing artists of prominence are present, and 
the hours spent are hours of keen interest 
and thorough enjoyment. All the players 
have reached that point in musical profi- 
ciency where any work they do Is certain to 
be worth hearing—all 
equipped technically, all show the results 
of a thinking, authoritative master having 
stood over them as they learned, and certain 
ones among them show traces of an individ- 
uality and independence which promise for 
future success and possible eminence. 


| Some Promising Learners. 

A young Austrian girl, Bertha Jahn by 
name, is already enjoying à reputation for 
exceptional pianistic abilities which in time 
is sure to pass beyond the borders of Vienna 
and compel recognition in wider fields.

| No Chance for Success. 

Europe is crowded with students of 
music who are absolutely devoid of aptitude 
for the work they have undertaken and who 
have no possible chance of ever succeeding. 
The praise of a few indulgent friends, a wit- 
nessing of the success of some gifted player 
whose long. years.of incessant struggle are 
not known, a word of flattery from some in- 
judicious teacher, and the. evil is accom- 
plished. The young man or woman must 
give to Europe sacrifices which never should 
have been mage. Oftentimes years are spent 
in ceaseless work, and the wanderer returns 
home a mediocrity or worse, unfitted for all 
employment other than that of music, una- 
ble to make a satisfactory living at that, and 
‘equipped only with the false ideas and the 
egotism which) soon beget bitterness, : dis- 
content, and cynicism. 

Warning to Parents. 

Could parents and friends but realize the 
labor, the deprivations, the.discomforts, and 
the temptations ._young women and young 
men have to endure while studying music 
in Europe they would weigh well. and con- 
sider lang before advising the leaving of 
home and home conditions. Talent which is 
big enough to win success in the world of 
music ‘today cannot be mistaken or remain 
long undiscovered—those who, have it can- 
not be kept from developing it+but those 
who possess less should stay at home, for

First Ballot Shows Maj 


One Against Conviction, and When 


Verdict Is Read Friends Congrata- 


late Defendant Till Judge Baker 
Forbids Further Expressions of

The end of the so-called Mangler 
case came yesterday morning when @ jury in 
Judge Baker’s court returned a verdict find- 
ing Jacob L. Kesner, manager of The Fair 
store, not guilty of offering bribe. Mr. 
Kesner was accused of attempting to bribe 
ex-Alderman Mangler three years ago. 

The ease began last Wednesday, and 
during the trial the same evidence was of- 
fered as that presented at the first trial two 
years ago, which resulted in the jury's being 
unable to agree on a verdict. The case was 
given to the jury at (o clock on Friday after- 
noon, and at 8 o’clock Judge Baker instruct- 
ed the jurors to return a sealed verdict at 10 


-o’clock yesterday morning. The jurors from 


the time they went into the jury chamber 


showed a large majority for acquittal. ‘The 


first ballot was eight to four. The balloting 
was continued every half hour, and twenty- 
six ballots were taken in all. The twenty- 
fifth showed eleven for acquittal and one for 
conviction. On the twenty-sixth, taken at 


1 o'clock, the jury was unanimous for the 


acquittal of the defendant. 


‘Mr. Kesner Is Congratulated. 
When the verdict was read in the court- 
room Mr. Kesner’s friends crowded around 
him and shook his hands until Judge Baker 
ordered that no further demonstrations take 
place in the room. Ex-Alderman Mangler 


was not present when the verdict was read. 


Mr. Kesner seemed the most indifferent man 
in the room. He grabbed his hat and, * soon 
as his friends would let him, hurried to 
his duties at the store. 


The one juror who held out so long when | 


pressed by the Other jurymen for his rea- 
sons said that he did not believe Mr. Kes- 


ner was guilty of the charge, but that Mr. 
Kesner was the manager of a department 


store, and this juror was agin department 


stores.” After being persuaded that de- 
partment stores were not on trial he changed 
his vote, 

Oase Dates from 1897, 

The case arose in 1897, when the General 
Electric Street Railroad company was peti- 
tioning the City Council for an ordinance. 
Mayor Harrison vetoed the ordinance, and 
an attempt was made to pass it over the 
veto. William Mangler, who was an Alder- 


man then, told Mayor Harrison that a man 


had offered him $2,000 for a vote against the 
Mayor's veto. The matter became public 
and pressure was brought on Alderman 
Mangler to make him tell the name of the 
man who had offered to bribe him. After 
disappearing on a fishing trip Alderman 
Mangler returned, and, finding the pressure 
as strong as ever, finally said that the one 
who had offered him a bribe was Mr. Kesner. 
Mr. Kesner immediately denied the ac- 
cusation. He said he had been interested in 
the passage of the ordinance because he was 
a personal and business friend of some of the 
officials and attorneys for the General Blec- 
tric, and, being a friend also of Alderman 
Mangler, had, during 4 dinner with him, 
asked him to vote against the Mayor's veto, 
but that the offering of a bribe was the fur- 
thest from this thoughts. The first trial re- 
sulted in a disagreement and the case 
dragged along until last week. 


Mr. Kesner’s Start as a Cash Boy. 

Mr. Kesner, against whom the accusation 
was made, began life as a cash boy at §2.50 
a week and is now the general manager 
of the same establishment where he made 
such a humble start—only his salary today 
is equal te that of the President of the 
United States, being $50,000 a year. Among 
those who told the jury of Mr. Kesner’s 
high charagter and standing were Judge 
Holdom of the Superior Court, John R. 
Walsh, President of the Chicago National 
Bank; H. N. Biginbotham, and Otto Young.

Great Effort Being Made to Restore 
Freight Rates*-Officials Realize

Freight traffic officials are striving to effect 2 dc 


a restoration of freight rates to a normal

Detroit, Mich., July 14.—[Special.]—Ch!- 
cago won a ball game from Detroit this after- 
noon, and Umpire Cantillon was mobbed. 
The victory of Comiskey’s men was decisive; 
the mobbing of Cantillon was one of the 
most disgraceful exhibitions of rowdyism 
ever seen on a ball field. 

From the beginning to the ending of the 
game the crowd of 6,000 spectators was in 
an ugly mood. Thanks to the chatter of 
Manager George Stallings of the Detroit 
club, people are bitter against Cantillon and 
lose no opportunity to voice their displeas- 
ure during the games in which he officiates, 
It so happened today the Detroit team was 
outplayed from the start, and the humilia- 
tion of the Tigers roused the crowd to action. 
It picked out Cantillon for a victim. Every 
decision made by this luckless individual 
was hooted and hissed, and the odd part of 
it all was Detroit got all the better of it on 
close decisions. As the game aged and it 
became plain that, barring accidents, the 
White Stockings would win, the wrath of the 
crowd broke all bounds. Bottles were 
thrown at the Chicago playérs, Cantillon was 
openly and repeatedly insulted, and the De- 
troit players urged the crowd on. 


7 Crowd Attacks the Umpire. 

After Chauncey Fisher, who had pitched a 
great game of ball for Chicago, rounded up 
his day’s work by reti the last Detroit 
batter, it looked as if would be no 
aftermath, but suddenly the crowd in the 
bleachers surged on the field and almost in 
a twinkling Cantillon, who had walleed over 
to the Detroit bench, found himself engirdled 
by six or seven hundred infuriated rooters. 
Two policemen and an officer in citizen's 
clothes happened to be close to the bench 
at the time. They took Cantillon by the arm 
and hurried him into the pavilion, located 
under the grand stand. Then they waited 
for the crowd to disperse. But they waited 


im vain. 


Finally things. took such a serious turn 
even the police were frightened. There is a 
police station just across the road from the 
entrance to the ball park, and the police 
decided the only way to prevent serious 
trouble was to get Cantillon to the station. 
Cantillon was game asa pebble. When the 
officers asked him if hé was willing to take 
the chance he replied: 

“ Certainly I'll go, and we might as well 
start right away.“ 

Then, with the blue- coated guardian police 
on either side of him and a fat Sergeant of 
Police in front of him, the umpire started 
on his journey to the station house. The 
moment the bodyguard left the pavilion 
it was surrounded and hemmed in by an an- 


| tomo 


orowd of rioters wanted to do Cantillon 
bodily harm. They called him names. They 
suggested that he be lynched, and so closely 
did they crowd him it was only by a deal of 
tousling and liberal use of their clubs that 
the police finally got the umpire into the 
station house. He remained there for an 
hour, While the crowd waited outside the 
door for him to reappear. 


Mob Besieges the Hotel. 


Finally, accompanied by four policemen, 
Cantillon did come out, and, jumping into a 
carriage, was driven down to his hotel. 
This hotel is situated in the heart of the 
city. But five minutes after Cantillon had 
arrived an angry crowd was swarming 
around the entrances, and the police were 
still guarding the umpire. 

So szrong is the feeling against Cantillon 
even Jim Burns, the owner of the Detroit 
club, is impressed with the gravity of the 
situation. 

We are scheduled to play Cleveland here 
„ said Burns tonight, but I 
certainly will not take any chances by al- 
lowing Cantillon to umpire, for I realize his 
Appearance on the field would precipitate a 
riot. If we cannot secure another umpire I 
shall wire the Cleveland club to stop at 
home, for it will not be safe to play the game 
if Cantillon appears on the fleld. I am sorry 
this thing happened today, but I do not see 
how the club can be biamed for it.“ 


As a matter of fact, the Detroit players 
are largely responsible for the brawl. When 
the Tigers found that they could not solve 
the mystery of Fisher's curves and shoots 
they adopted cowardly tactics. Elberfeld 
made an exhibition of himself in the first 
inning. Incidentally his outburst of temper 
gave Chicago a run and started the crowd at 
Cantillo#. The first two Chicago batters 
had been retired, when McFarland hit safely 
to center and went to second a moment later 
on Padden's single to left. Then the pair 
attempted a double steal. Catcher Shaw 
threw the ball down to second to catch Pad- 
den. The play was close, but Cantillon de- 
clared the runner safe. The instant he gave 
this decision Elberfeld took the ball and 
deliberately threw it twenty feet over the 
catcher’s head. The ball bounded against 
the netting! which protects the front of the 
stand, and McFarland trotted home witha 
run that never would have been scored had 
it not been for Elberfeld’s break, as Hart- 
man, the next man up, was easily retired. 

This man Elberfeld is a showy player and 
is a pet of the local management. He has 
been in trouble repeatedly, but Burns and 
Stallings have never been known to even 
reprimand him. Today, instead of dis- 
‘ciplining him, he was praised by his asso- 
clates when he returned to the bench at the 
close of the inning. Cantillon made a fatal 
mistake in not putting Elberfeld out of the 
game at this point, for by removing this dis- 
turber the chances are he Would have avert- 
ed the trouble that followed. The rowdy 
element in the crowd instead of hissing 
Elberfeld, hooted Cantillon. Then as the 
game progressed the populace began paying 
back-handed compliments to the Chicago 
players. 


Throw Bottles at Comiskey’s Men. 


-Padden went out on the coaching line to 
third base in the seventh inning, only to be 
met by a volley of pop bottles. When he 
retreated to the bench he was hissed, while 
the crowd back of the bench occupied by 
the Chicago team showered a voliey of abuse 
and profanity on the players and on Comis- 
key, who was seated on the bench with his 
players, * 

After it was all over Comiskey sald: “ I’ve 
been in baseball for a great many years, 
but this is one of the most disgraceful and 
outrageous scenes I ever witn Can- 
tillon gave us the worst of the umpiring, 
but I don’t blame him, for that crowd was 
uply enough to take the nerve out of any 
man. Detroit is a great baseball town, but a 
few episodes Nke this will ruin the game 
he’s foolish, for there's bound to be trouble.“

| It was a long, slow game, which tested 
the enduranae of the players to the utmost, 
and to this, to some extent, is attributed the 
victory of Collins, whose playing improves 
the longer it lasts. There were no spectac- 
ular, grand stand plays to excite the watch- 


ers, and many of the previous games were 


mo interesting from a spectater’s point of 
ew. 


One of the pecullar features was the ab- 


sence of any attempts at lobbing and smash- 
ing, both devoting themselves to careful 
Placing and volleying. At times Hardy 
would vary his style by using the Lawford 
cut, which was, in the main, successful. 
Both played a net game throughout the 
match, and it was seldom the ball crossed 
the net more than three or feur times be- 
fore it was placed In a safe spot. At times, 
however, the ball would be kept spinning 
back and forth, Collins and Hardy both 
making seemingly impossible returns with 
fore and back hand strokes that elicited 
great ovations from the spectators. For 
the most part it was a test of headwork and 
endurance, and Collins proved the better 
man at both. 


Collins Excels in Headwork. | 

It was in headwork especially that Collins 
excelled, his chief aim during the entire 
match being to place the ball on the line in 
the farther corner, thus drawing his oppo- 
nent to one side and leaving the court open. 
At first he failed in this, the ball going out 
on almost every attempt, but after a few 
games his judgment was better and he se- 
cured point after point in this way. 

Hardy, as a rule, played a safer game, 
making hard drives for the middle with an 
occasional Lawford. One wéakness of 
Hardy was his tendency to make doubles, 
having seven of them scored against him for 
the match, while Collins had only one, 
Hardy has a peculiar position when serving, 
placing his right foot forward instead of the 
left. This was, seemingly, awkward and 
caused extra exertion in recovering after the 
serve. 

The first set was the slowest of the match, 
Collins being rather nervous and Hardy 
seemingly listless and indifferent. Collins 
served first, took the opening game without 
any trouble in four straight points, Hardy 
volleying into the net twice and losing the 
other two points on passes. Hardy made two 
doubles in his serve during thé next 2, 
but, rallying, ran the score to deuce and took 
the game. The third went to Hardy also, 
owing in a great measure to Collins’ failure 
in playing for the back line. Hardy then 
took two love games, but Collins rallied in 
the sixth, losing after the game had gone to 
deuce twice. He continued his struggle in 
the next three games, winning them handily, 
allowing Hardy one point in the seventh, 
two in the eighth, and one in the ninth. This 
made the score in games 5—4 in Hardy's 
favor, and it looked as if Collins would run 
the games to deuce, but he Filed to do so, 


losing the next game and the set. 


Second Set Is Faster. 

The first game of the next set started with 
a rush, and the entire set was characterized 
by harder playing by both parties. Collins 
took the first game through careful placing 
and the frequent nets of Hardy, The same 
causes brought him the next game after 
going to deuce once. The third also went to 
Collins through his good headwork, but he 
lost the fourth cd his attempts to place too 
near the service line. 

Hardy braced up, however, and quickly 
ran the score to three-all, one of the games 
being close and going to deuce four times. 
The seventh went to Collins, the eighth 
going to Hardy, again evening the score of 
games. With hard playing, however, the 
next two games and the set were taken by 
Collins, making the score in sets one-all. 

T third set was the longest and most 
brilliant of the series, the games going to 
deuce three times, all of them closely con- 
tested. Hardy used the Lawford with good 
effect several times in this set. The first 
two games went to Hardy, the third to Col- 
lins, the fourth to Hardy, the fifth to Col- 
lins, and the next two to Hardy, making the 
score 6—2. By a wonderful rally Collins, 
who had been weak in his back hand strokes 
previously, succeeded in taking the next 
four games straight, giving him the van- 
tage game. Hardy brought the game back 
to deuce again by taking the twelfth game. 
The thirteenth went to Collins, but Hardy 
took the next three by hard drives, winning 
the set. 

The next two sets were similar to the sec- 
ond, Collins winning the fourth after taking 
the first, third, fourth, and fifth games by 
hard work, his excellent placing having a 
great deal to do with it. Hardy won the 
second, sixth, and fifth games, but lost the 
next two, giving the set to Collins. 


Hardy Weakens at the Finish. 
Hardy won the first game im the fifth set, 
Collins the next two, and Hardy the fourth 
and fifth, the fifth being a love game.

PARIS, July 14. — The American athletes, 
fresh from their victories in London, won 
the only events decided today and secured 
leading places in all the trials which took 
place on the opening day of the world’s ama- 
teur championships, held under the auspices 
of the exposition. . 

The contests were inaugurated with mag- 
nificent weather at the Paris Racing club) 
in Pre Catalan, a charmingly situated glade 
in the Bois de Boulogne. Its pretty surround- 
ings, however, were hardly adequate com- 
pensation for the poor accommodation pro- 
vided for the visitors, which will be seriously 
felt on the days of big crowds. But no incon- 


attendance peing perfectly astounding to 
the American and English visitors accus- 
tomed to see tens of thousands at athietic 
contests of such international importance 
as that of today. 


Attendance Is Meager. 


Not more than a thousand spectators were 
Present and a majority of these came from 
America. In fact, the meeting resembled 
more an American college meeting than in- 
ternational championships held abroad. Only 
two small stands were provided for the 
spectators and only one of these was fairly 
filled, chiefly with bright, young American. 
girls, who wore the colors ot the various col- 


plause as their countrymen secured vie- 
tories. A portion of the Pading stand was 
reserved for Americans, and it was gayly 
bedecked with the Stars and Stripes. 

The Americans started by winning the 
first heat in the 110 meters hurdles, and 
places in the other two heats, which they 
converted into a complete victory in the final 
—— capturing first, second, and third 
piaces, .

GANZEL RETURNS TQ GAME, 


Misfit Infield No Longer Proves a Win- 
ning Combination. 

Chicago’ s “winning combination” broke 
with a crash yesterday, and the noise smote 
dismally on the ears of the 9,000 who came 
to praise Loftus’ men, and desired to bury 
them before Pittsburg had done with them. 
Pittsburg got six runs, Chicago got one, and 
was lucky to get that. It wasastr le for 
a temporary grip on second place, and Pitts- 
burg won, pushing Loftus’ egeregation back 
into fourth place. „ 

Everything was ready for a celebration. 
Nine thousand people came to cheer the 
team, and they cheered until about the time 
Clingman and Mettes started to give an imi- 
tation of two amateurs out of their element. 
Then, when defeat was crushing the team 
the crowd, looking for some one to blame, 
selected O’Day, and made his life miserable 
until their throats were sore. At one time 
because O'Day miscalied a strike or did 
something equally heinous the crowd stood 
up and chanted in chorus for five minutes, 
and the burden of the chant was: Rank, 
Rank, Rank, O'Day.” 

Later in the game when the crowd began 
to realize that it was not so much the fault 
of Mr. O'Day as it was the wearying efforts 
of Clingman to play short, the better playing 
of Pittsburg, and, above all, the magnificent 
pitching of Philippi that was beating Chi- 
cago, it turned and gibed at Loftus’ men. 

The breaking of the winning combina- 
tlon was pathetic. For a fortnight the 
team has been victorious, beating all comers 
with a makeshift nine in the field. Yester- 
day the same team, with Clingman at short, 
went out to battle for position. Clingman 
started something. He made two wild 
throws, and Mertes aggravated each throw 
by making froglike dives toward the ball. 

Gansel Replaces Mertes. 

Finally, in the fourth inning, after two 
such complications had presented Pittsburg 
with a pair of undeserved runs, Manager 
Loftus chased Mertes to the clubhouse and 
sent Ganzel to the base. The change was 
made too late, fon after Pittsburg got two 
runs the game was almost hopelessly lost. 
Had the score been closer Loftus’ men pos- 
sibly could have made two or three tallies 
by sacrificing, but the errors of Clingman 
killed all hope. 

Callahan pitched fairly well under a heavy 
handicap. Pittsburg made six runs, three 
on errors, two on clean hitting, and one on 
scratch hits. Even so, Callahan did not seem 
the Callahan of either last season or the 
season before. He attained his speed with 
effort and his durve ball by even harder 
Strain. 

There is no excuse to offer for defeat. 
Pittsburg simply outplayed, outbatted, out- 
pitched, and outthought Chicago and won.

Ritchey, 
seeing there was no chance to make the 
double play by throwing to first, whirled 
‘suddenly and shot the ball up to Leach, 
catching Bradley standing still off the base 
and ending the opportunity. 

After the Clingman-Mertes errors every- 
thing broke right for Pittsburg, and the 
Pirates added one run in each of the next 
three innings. With two out in the fifth, 
Ritchey singled, went to third on a passed 
ball, and stored when Childs fumbled Coo- 
ley’s easy bounder. Beaumont’s hit and 
Clarke's triple added another in the sixth, 
and Wagner's double, followed by Cooley's 
single, manufactured the sixth and final 
tally in the seventh inning.

This race is the outcome of a number of 


) efforts made to secure a star handicap among 


the best horses now racing in Chicago. It 
takes the place of the proposed revival of the 
Chicago Derby, which fell through when 
Sidney Lucas, the American Derby winner, 
showed his high class by picking up all kinds 
of weight and beating the best 3-year-olds 
of the year. It was thought for a time it 
would be possible to get Sidney Lucas, Ad- 
vance Guard, Sam Phillips, and Fiorigar te- 
gether in a race of this kind, each owner to 
put up $1,000 and the Hawthorne manage- 
ent to add $4,000, but after Lucas showed 
real form the demands for weight allow- 
ences made the stake an impossibility. 


Improvements at Hawthorne. 


Many improvements have been made at 
Hawthorne within the last month. One of 
the most important is a virtual reconstruc- 


tion of the steeplechase course. It was at 


first intended to lay out an entirely new 
course, but the time was too short and the 
work has been confined to a rebuilding of the 
jumps and approaches. Bach jump has been 
raised to a height of four and one-half feet 
over the brush and laid back at an angle that 
will give less opportunity for stumbles when 
the horses are going Over them. The wings 


have also been elevated considerably, and 


the approaches are now packed with cinders 
and tanbark. Every foot of the turf course 
has been smoothed down and rolled to crush 
thé lumps and fill up the holes which are the 
most fruitful cause of stumbles by leg-weary 
cross-country horses. 

Entries for the twelve stakes to be run at 
Hawtherne between July 28 and Sept. 1 


closed last night. Hundreds of nominations 
have been made, but it will be several days 
before the entries can be tabulated and put 
into form for publication. One great sur- 


prise is the number of engagements made by 


owners who had announced their intention 
of going East, but who are now willing to 
remain in Chicago for the rest of the season. 


Schreiber Can Race at Cicero.

Everything is ready for the Blue Ribbon 
meeting of the Detroit Driving club, which 
begins tomorrow and continues all the week.

Never in the history of this race, which has 
mow become a classic of the trotting turf, 
has there been so much uncertainty about 
the outcome, and this is due entirely to the 
fact that so many of the entries have al- 
ready shown their capacity to trot in 2:10 


that it is certain the fastest race in the 
_ history of the stake will go on 
Several weeks ago Henry S., a horse that

Then Sagwa loomed up. He is the horse

all the big stakes for the slow classes. Sagwa 
won his maiden race with ease, one of the 
heats being in 2:13%, and this meant more 
to horsemen than his trial in 2:11% over the 
Hartford track, as it is not until a horse 
actually* faces the starter and has to de 
with the novel surroundings of a real race 
that it can be told whether or not he will 
race as well as parade. 

This is what the two leading horses in 
the M. and M. have done thus far, and it 
certainly looks as though one of them would 
have to beat 2:10 in order to win. Tom 
Marsh, the Boston reinsman, who drove 
Idolita and others well last year, and 
who has a horse in the M. and M., thinks 
that 2:10 will be beaten if the day and track 
are good next bdo neta Marsh will 
rely on Axtello, a young horse that was 
timed a mile at Hartford last year in 2:12, 
and the death of whose owner sent the colt 
to the auction block instead of the races. 

There are some other fast ones in the race. 
One of these is Lady Geraldine, that Ras 
Deckers will drive. She was a good 2-year- 
old trotter back in 1897 and was named in 
the M. and M. last year, but sickness kept 
her out. This season she is faster than ever 
And won a race over the half mile track

Of course this is not good enough to get 
first money in the big stake, but observers 
of the race say Lady Geraldine is a sure 
2:10 horse any heat she goes straight. She

she was not steady. 
Test ot the Candidates.

out all the fast green ones in the land. Last 
year the topheavy favorite in the betting was 
the lanky black gelding Coney, a horse that 
Keating brought from California, and that 
certainly could step close to 2:05 when he 
aid not break. But Coney was a breaker, 
and to guard as much as possible against 
this failing he was rigged up with hobbles

Mr. Ed Lord's 83-year-old filly, Britannia, 
by Tommy Britton, trotted a mile in 2:25 
the other day, the last half in 1:10. She has 
come faster than anything of her age trained 
in the Western country, and the chancesare 
that she will go close to 2:15 before fall. At 
the coming Galesburg meeting Britannia is 
entered in a stake race for trotters of her 
age, and it is a sure thing that she will race 
well, as she knows nothing but trot, and 
pays no attention if there are a dozen other 
horses working with her. | 

The stallion Cutting went a great race for 
George West in the 2:12 class at Windsor, 
and there is little doubt that he will beat 
2:10 later on. Like all West's horses, Cut- 
ting had not been given any hard keying-up 
work before leaving Wheaton, his best mile 
being about 2:16. In the Windsor race Cut- 
ting had a fast lot to beat, but was second 
twice in 2;11% and 2:124%;-and third and 
fourth in the other two heats. The race 
was just what he wanted in the way of 
training, and he will go better in his next 
start. Cutting is a great favorite with 
horsemen, and one of them made an offer 
for him the other day, but Mr, Vreedenberg, 
the Springfield (III.) lumberman, who owns 
Cutting, said the price was $7,000. 

Mr. Thomas Boyle told me the other day 
how he came to go into the breeding and 
racing of trotters and pacers. “ For twenty- 
four Fears,“ said Mr. Boyle, I worked 
fourteen hours out of every twenty-four, and 
I worked hard. During all that time I never 
went to a theater or horse race, although I 
like both forms of amusement. I had no 
time for anything but business, So, when I 
‘made up my mind to quit I resolved to quit 
for good. Idleness would never do me, and 
so I began breeding trotters in a small way. 
At the end of four years I find myself as 
much in love with the game as ever. My 
plan is to never get overstocked. For every 
foal that comes on the farm I get rid of a 
horse, and this will be kept up strictly. All 
the feed for the horses is raised on the place. 
Some of my friends predicted that I would 
find the breeding of trotters an expensive 
business, but such has not been the case.“ 

Mr. Boyle’s experience has been that of 
hundreds of business-men in all parts of 
the country .who have gone into the breed- 
ing of fine stock in a rational manner. What 
has given an erroneous idea as to the cost 
is the fact that every now and then some 
rich man who fancies he likes horses starts 
out with a splurge in his breeding operations. 
He pays a fancy price for some stallion, 
generally because its blood lines appeal to 
him; hires a trainer on the advice of a 
„ friend (who probably got a commission 
on the sale of the stallion); and, in general, 
conducts the farm in a style of extravagance 
that he would not for a moment tolerate in 
his regular business. At the end of two or 
three years he finds that buying a stallion 
on his pedigree does not necessarily make 
him a good sire; that the driver is as bad as 
the colts; and then he sells out at a sacri- 
fice and thereafter warne his friends of 
the dangers of the horse business. 


Talk with Orrin Hickok. 


At Windsor the other day I had an inter- 
esting talk with Orrin Hickok, who has been 
with the trotters for more than thirty years 
and who had a world’s champioh in St. 
Julien, who was the first horse to beat the 
2:18% of Rarus. | | 

Hickok was at the Grosse Pointe track on 
Wednesday, when the Boston horse, Sagwa, 
favorite for the M. & M., pulled up lame 
after a mile in 2:13, and he is quite certain 
that Sagwa will not be able to start in the 
race, Tom Marsh, who drives the Jones lot, 
was also there, and he says Sagwa pulled up 
lame all over, seeming distressed behind as 
well as in front. The horse has been going 
well all summer, and lameness was the last 
thing thought of in connection with him. 
There was always a feeling that some day 
he might act ugly on the track, especially if 
he became a little sore from overwork or 
racing, because the Missouri man who 
“made” Sagwa and sold him to Charlie 
Tanner for $4,000 admitted that he once 
threw the horse out of training because he 
thought he was getting sour over being 
obliged to trot fast when he didn’t feel 
like it. | \ 

Hickok had much interesting gossip about 
what the horses at Cleveland have been do- 
ing. His oon good one, Sarah Maddern, 
that went a mile for him last fall in 2:12%, 
has been sent home on account of a weak- 
ness that developed in a leg. This necessi- 
tated a blister, and Hickok is of the school 
of drivers who do not believe in training 
horses and blistering them at the same time. 
Hickok says that he saw Anaconda pace a 
mile in 2:05 at Cleveland, the last quarter in 
‘29 flat, but since the horse came to Detroit 
he has not been going so well and the other 
day went sprawling in a mile that Keating 
drove him in 2:074%. Then John Blue was 
put up, but Anaconda did not improve any 
and finally made a break, finishing the mile 
in 2:14. Some people think the pacer has 
been getting too much fast work, as he has 
been stepped twice a week ever since the 
real training season began. 

Monterey, the California stallion that beat 
2:10 last year and could have gone much 
faster but for an inclination to break, has 
finally gone into Splan's hands, and the 
chances are that he will be entered in a few 
races of the free-to-all order out West in 
order to see if small fields will not improve 
his behavior. He is named in the $20,000 
stallion race at Boston next September and 
would certainly be in the money if his speed 
could be rated. Just now Arion, who has 
been in retirement for four years, is going 
so well that every one who has seen him 
work thinks he will win. Hickok drove 
Arion a race or two when he was on the 
turf, so I asked Hickok what he thought of 
the chances that Arion would race again. 
Said he: 

„All my experience is against the likeli- 
hood of a stallion that has been off the turf 
three or four years coming out and getting 
good again. There is always some weak 

point that the severe work after a long rest 
brings out. And yet Arion was such a won- 
der as a 2-year-old that there is no telling 
what he may do. When Marvin was work- 
ing him at 2 years of age he did not do well

and was thrown out of training. Another 
colt of the same age was beaten, and that 
made Marvin mad, so he telegraphed to the 
farm to repeat Arion, and if he went all 
right to send him along. The colt came to 
Marvin in a few days, and a little later 
trotted In 2:26. Four weeks after that he 
trotted toa world’s record of 2:10% to a high- 
wheel sulky; and we all know there has 
never been a trotter of that age since then 
that could approach the performance. He 
was not relatively as good when he trotted 
faster to pneumatic tire sulky, and that Is 
why he may be an exception to the general 
rule, and get back all his speed now that 
he is again in training. If he does it will 
surely take a great horse to beat him.

PICKEREL. 


Differences in Markings of Muskel- 
lunge and Other Northern Members 
of Finny Tribe Puzzle Sportsmen 
and Scientists — Chicago Anglers 
Looking Forward to Fall Season— 
Good Fishing Found in Waters Near 
the City This Season. 


[BY E. HOUGH.] ‘ 

We have reached the dead. center in the 
annual revolution of the sportsman’s year. 
The middle of July is the dividing line of the 
fishing season. As in the early spring we 
look forward to the first run of the fish, so in 
midsummer we begin to plan for the sport of 
the fall season, which is really the natural 
sporting season of the year, and which of 
right offers paramount attractions alike to 
the hunter and the fisher. There are perhaps 
more fishermen who go out in the spring, but 
it would be just as well for our game fishes if 
more went out in the fall and fewer in the 
spring. We argue vehemently against spring 
shooting, and perhaps some day, though let 
us hope it will be many days hence, we may 
be obliged to pass laws prohibiting spring 
fishing for bass as well as spring shooting 
for ducks. 

In the fall the habits of our game fishes 
have changed somewhat, but at no time are 
they lustier or more full of fight. Some of 
the best of the muskellunge fishing is often 
found as late as October, or even Novem- 
ber, and there has been many a royal fight 
with a big lunge by an angler whose line 
has frozen stiff when it left the water. 

The black bass in the fall leaves the shal- 
lows and takes to the deeper holes, but once 
you have located him and dropped a nice 
minnow down to him, he will oblige you by 
putting up the stoutest kind of resistance. 
Moreover, if you find one bass at the bottom 
of some deep pocket, you are apt to finda 
number of them, and some of the largest 
strings of bass are taken in the fall. 

While it is not yet fall, it will be one of 
these days, and we may look forward and 
not backward on our fishing season, even 
if the bass do prove a little bit reluctant in 
midsummer season. Another fact to be 
halled with delight by the angler is that in 
a couple of weeks more the mosquitoes and 
‘files will begin to.disappear in the pine woods 
country. The nights begin to get cold up 
there much earlier than in Chicago, and the 
Ist of August is ordinarily a more pleasant 
time to go to the woods than the middle of 
June. The month of August usually begins 
to show some improvement im the muskel- 
lunge fishing, July being the off month, 
although the character of the weather has 
much to do with the success of the fisher- 
man from day to day. : 


Good Bass Waters. 


The bass have been biting to some extent 
during the last few months in the lakes near 


fished waters, Cedar Lake and Deep Lake, 
right at the station of Lake Villa, in northern 
Illinois, turned out a catch of sixty-four bass 
to a couple of anglers who went down from 
Chicago last week. One of the best fishing 
countries close to this city this season turns 
out to be eight or ten miles northeast of Bur- 
lington, Wis., on the east side of the big 
bend of the Fox River. Lake Tishagon, Lake 
Wabassee, and one or two other small waters 
near by have sent down more good bass to 
Chicago this season than any others of the 
Fox Rlver system. These lakes never had a 
casting rod on them until three years ago, 
and seem to have been overlooked by the 
rush of Chicago anglers, who usually have 
gone in to the waters to the west of the Fox 
River. As the farmers with their long cane 
poles cannot damage the bass fishing much, 
and as netting and spearing have fallen into 
disrepute of recent years, the bait casters 
ho blundered across these lakes a couple of 
o had what might be called a picnic. 
In these bright, shallow waters the frog and 
the long line have proved sufficient to outwit 
the bass, and some good catches have been 
made there. In the last week also, for some 
mysterious reason, the bass fishermen have 
been getting good catches on Lake Geneva, 
long supposed to be a paradise for the cot- 
tager but a poor place for the fisherman. The 
restocking of this water and the observance 
of proper laws no doubt have been the causes 
of the increase of the bass. This lake is full 
of rock bass, and these little fish have given 
sport to a great many who were not able to 
negotiate the big cousin of the rock bass, 


The Pike and His Family. 
A man accosted the writer not long ago 


and said: “a 

J want you to tell me, if you can, some- 
thing about the different sorts of pike we 
catch in our Northern fishing. I am a bit 
mixed up about it, and I confess I don’t 
know the difference all the time between a 
pike and a pickerel, and ma not between 
a muskellunge and a pike. I am sure 
there is more than one sort of muskellunge, 
and probably more than one sort of pike, but 
what I want to know is how we can tell them 
apart.“ 

Of course the easiest answer to the inquiry 
is to refer’ the questioner to the natural 
histories. Yet the man who reads about 
things in the books sometimes has difficulty 
in identifying the same things when he sees 
them in the woods. The books themselves 
are built upon the observations of those who 
have written them, and hence the books are 
no more accurate than those observations. 
The observers themselves do not always 
agree. There has always been a fight be- 
tween the naturalist and the hunter, the 
naturalist claiming the hunter has no exact- 
ness in his method of taking note of the wild 
things he sees. This accusation is some- 
times unjust, and the records of science have 
more than once furnished prima facile proof 
.of this assertion. For something like a gen- 
eration. the scientist told us we had but two 
kinds of bears on the North American con- 
tinemt, the black bear and the grizzly bear. 
The mountain hunters always classified 
bears into four or pve different species. 
Within the last few years 4 new scientific 
classification. Bas been ordained, by which 
we are advised that there are eleven different 
species of bears. Thus it may be seen the 

rid moves. 
gr a matter of fact, nature got here before 
science did, and nature does not classify her 
creatures. exactly. All blades of grass look 
alike, yet if you take a dozen ora hundred 
blades of grass, you will not find any two 
which are exactly similar. If you hunt the 
mountains long enough you may some time 
kill an animal which you can call neither a 
cayote nor a gray wolf. You may kill an- 
other animal which, according to all the 
light you can bring to bear upon it, might 
with equal justice be called either a bob cat 
or a Canada lynx. The foxes grade and 
blend, and so does almost every species of 
animal with other species. The red fox, the 
black fox, and the silver gray fox are all the 
same Species, and sometimes the silver gray 
may be found in a litter of red fox whelps. 
Nature seems always to be striving for va- 
rieties, Just as much as for uniformity. The 
environment and the food supply are im- 
portant factors in all these matters. We 
may perhaps call the lean “ Texas lion of 
the old cowboy days the same creature as

Chicago. Even those ancient and much 


legs and bulldog jaw. Science tells us they 
are the same creature, and we may be con- 
tent with that, knuwing nature’s idea was 
simply that each creature should grow to the 
best of its ability in the spot where it found 
itself placed. 


existence of the fabulous fantail deer, or fan- 
tail gazelle, of which all old-time Western 
hunters will tell you. The scientists say 
that these so-called fantail deer are only 
small specimens of the Virginia deer. 
Neither the distinction nor the difference is 
of great value. The essential fact is that 
the old hunters were right in saying these 
little deer lived in a peculiar district, that 
they all looked alike, and that they were 
different in many ways from the ordinary 
Virginia deer. A few years ago the writer 
obtained a set of antlers of the fantail deer, 
and although they were mere miniatures 
of those of the Virginia deer, there never was 
a Virginia deer with mature antlers so 1 
as these. And now comes science and m 
a half dozen new classifications in the deer 
family, and calls by distinct name a species 
of little Texas deer which seems to tally 
exactly with the old-time hunter’s fan- 
tail.” Science is industrious and will get 
there after a while. = 
Where science makes its mistake, ff any, is 
in supposing that a man must have a college 
degree in order to be a scientist. Really, the 
unlettered backwoodsman whese life taught 
him to observe minutely the habits of All 
wild creatures, to compare the one with the 
other, to notice the slightest trace of the 
presence of the one or the his man 
was a scientist just as much as though he 


came trom, a less noble and a narrower 
school. 
When it comes, therefore, to the question 


of the classification of fishes, we shall best 
serve ourselves if we read about them and 
likewise observe them. There are some dis- 
tinguishing characteristics which enable us 
to roughly group the fish families, although 
it is not to be denied that there will now and 
again turn up specimens which puzzle the 
ebserver to assign them to one class or an- 
other. In regard to the pike family of our 
game fishes, there are thrée distinct species. 
„ Esox” is the name done into Latin of 
the great-grandpapa pike, who started this 
family some time ago. Hsox reticulatus 
is the name of the little green pickerel found 
more commonly in the East, which rarely 
runs over two or three pounds in weight. 
The spots on the sides of this fish run into 
each other in a kind of net work Hm, 
which gives the species the name of reticu- 
latus. We do not commonly find this fish 
in our own Northern waters. 


Known by Their Whiskers. 


Esox lucius, or the great northern pike, 
is what the scientists call the fish which 
in Wisconsin we commonly call the pickerel. 
Whereas the little Eastern pickerel has 
scales all over his cheeks and gill covers, 
Haox luctus only wears these scale whis- 
kers on a portion of the side of his face 
and head. The spots on his sides are white 
and oblong, and they are distinct from each 
other and do not run together. This fish 
may attain a weight of fifty or sixty pounds, 
according to the scientists, 

% Pickerel.” so called, are often caught 
in lower Wisconsin lakes of ta weight of 
ten or twelve pounds. The true pickerel, 
called by the books reticulatus, never grows 
so heavy as that. Yet, knowing the habits 
and appearance of this great Northern pike, 
which is common all over this part of the 
West, we shall find him hard to identify 
exactly with thaf grand fish of the exereme 
Northern waters which is not a muskel- 
lunge, but which fights as hard as a mus- 
kellunge and grows as big or bigger—the 
real great Northern pike. 

The scientists dignify the muskellunge by 
the title of Esox nobilior, and indeed he 
is nobler than any of his cousins. The mus- 
kellunge may be known *Gecisively by its 
naked cheeks and gill covers, by its shorter 
upper jaw, and by its general body color. 
The muskellunge does not have any oblong 
white spots on its sides. It has no regular 
pattern of body color at all, and its mark- 
ings are as variable as those of a piebald 
horse. Roughly speaking, it may be ex- 
pected to show dark bands, or splotches of 
dark color, on a body color of dark green. 
Yet all the Northern guides will tell you 
that in somé waters they take muskellunge 
which are almost solid yellow in color, and 
which do not show any of the tiger mark- 
ings of black, the zigzag or rail fence pat- 
terns of dark color, or the big black spots 
which sometimes cover a muskellunge al- 
most as accurately as if they had been 
painted with a brush. These black spots 
may be seen even on the naked gill covers 
of some of the rare muskellunge taken in 
the mountain creeks of Kentucky which 
run into the Ohio River. The muskellunge 
is native to the Mississippi waters. It is 
not found in any waters flowing into Lake 
Superior or the Hudson Bay. On the con- 
trary, the great Northern pike is found in 
those north-bound waters, as well as in 
most Mississippi waters. 

It is no wonder both guides and educated 
persons sometimes get mixed up over the 
muskellunge. Some fishermen have said 
that a muskellunge is only an “‘ overgrown 
pike.” Really there is no ground for such 
loose observation as this, for a muskellunge 
is properly no more to be confounded with 
a pike than it is with a black bass. The 
surest test is that of the cheeks and gill 
covers, which are always naked in the mus- 
kellunge. The man who would write, in 
description of the muskellunge, that its 
body markings were thus and so would only 
display the narrowness of his own observa- 
tion. The local variations in color are great, 
and it is safe to say only that in our north 
woods we have the spotted muskellunge and 
the plain muskellunge, the last named some- 
times called the yellow muskellunge. 

Strangely Marked Pike. 


My questioner had found a pike of some 
sort up in one of the Wisconsin lakes which 


| puzzled him. As near as he could describe 


it, it had white spots on the side and a dark 
green back, which, when the fish was held 
up in the sunlight, showed of a “ reddish 
color.” He had not observed in regard to 
the scales on the cheeks, He skinned this 
fish and sent the skin to some authority in 
the East, who told him it was a salmon 
trout. Really it was nothing of the sort, 
but was, no doubt, merely a Great North- 
ern pike. In the deep cold waters of the 
North this fish is quite a different proposi- 
tion from the same fish which bears the 
name of pickerel further south, and 
which is really not a pickerel atall. There 
is no grander game fish than the Great 
Northern pike of some of the Wisconsin 
and Minnesota lakes. A party of Chicago 
fishermen a couple of years ago found a 
little Minnesota lake where they caught a 
number of these Great Northern pike. Their 
h weighed up to eighteen pounds, and 
ey said they had never found any kind of 
fish, not even muskellunge, which fought 
as these did. Up in the Leech Lake country 
of Minnesota there was located some eight 
or ten years ago, when that region was little 
known, a former railroad conductor who had 
taken to the wilderness. He sent down 
word to a Chicago friend to come up and go 
fishing with him, and declared there were 
fish in those waters which would break any 
tackle that could be found. These fish were 
the Great Northern pike. Specimens of this 
fish have been known to weigh over sixty 
pounds. 
Now, what shall we say after we have 
got all these facts in hand about the pike 
family? The scientists tell us that the

ters, which is a nuisance to the fishermen, i 


is the same fish as that grand creature which 
faivly outfights the muskellunge and which 
is coming to be as much coveted as the 
muskellunge by those of our anglers who 
get up into the remoter wilderness of our 
northern pine woods. Let the scientists say 
what they will, and let them count fin rays 
and cheek scales all they like—the angler 
and the woodsman in all probadlity will con- 
tinne to classify the muskellunge species 
into two varieties, and the pike species also 
into two varieties; and either the scientist 
or the woodsman now and again will find a 
specimen which he will hardly-be able to 
place either in the one variety or the other. 
Some time ago a Chicago angler brought 
home some fish from Minnesota which he 
thought were the small mouth bass. They 
had a dash of red in the eye, and the angle 
of the jaw did not go back further than 
the eye, which latter is said to be the crucial 
test of the big mouth bass. Yet the body 
color of these fish and other peculiarities 
were such that they appeared to be properly 
called big mouths. The scientists say the 
number of rays of the fins of the back ought 
to distinguish the big mouth and the small 
mouth bass, but one always forgets which 
is which. There are supposed to be a couple 
more rows of scales in the small mouth than’ 
in the big mouth above the “ sewed line 
which divides the side of a bass. It is some- 
times difficult, however, to count these rows 
of scales exactly. The amateur scientist 
will continue to size up his bass by their 
contour and their color. Yet he will find 
small mouths which are yellow, small 
mouths which are black as ink, smal! mouths 
which are green. He will also find fish with 
small mouths, with red eye, with the proper 
number of scale rows and fin rays to be 
called small mouths, and yet with the coarsa 
body color of the Oswego bass.

How many en can China put into 
the field to resist the allied forces of Amer- 
ica and Burope? That is the question most 
frequently asked, now that the Chinese em- 


pire has apparently decided to resist the 


further encroachment of Western civiliza- 
tion by force of arms. 

With a population of 400,000,000 China, 
judged ‘by European. standards, should be 
able to arm at least 25,000,000 soldiers. As 
amatter of fact, however, China’s army, on 
a peace footing, numbers 300,000 men, and 


on a war footing 1,000,000. Teng Hewes.

According to the b oats" the national 
army of China is divided into eighteen corps, 
one for each province, and each corps is 
under the immediate command or the Vice- 
roy. The nominal strength of this national 
army is 600,000 men, but of this number only 
200,000 are available for war. 

The Tien Tsin army corps is the most im- 
portant, numbering 35,000 men. These have 
been drilled By foreign officers, and have 
modern arms and equipment. 

But the Chinese army as‘a whole has no 
unity or cohesion; there is no proper dis- 
cipline; the drill is merely physical exercise; 
the weapons are obsolete, and there is no 
transport, commissariat, or medical service. 

And yet, China spends immense syms on 
this army. The same amount of money 
placed in the hands of a Captain in the 


United States regular army, with authority - 


as commander-in- chief, would in five years 
give China an army that might easily defy 
any force the combined powers of Europe 
could land on her aeg 


Lord Charles Berestord, who last year 
passed through Chicago on his return from 
China, has in his book given many detalls 
of ‘the organization, personnel, equipment, 
and qualities of the various Chinese armies. 
He exposes the weakness of the Chinese 
military system in a single paragraph. 

„There are different systems in every 
province and in every army.“ he says, as 
to pay, food, and clothing. In some armies 
the men are paid to feed and clothe them- 
selves; in other armies they are fed and 
Glothed. The matter is, left entirely in the 
hands of the General commanding. As the 


Generals, like all authbdrities in China, only 


have a nominal salary, they ‘ena large

Problem Perplexities 


That Worried Wise Men 
for Many Vears. 


TO FIND GLOBE'S AGE. 


The earth . weighs. 11,913,000 trillions 
pounds, or, written in units, 11.018.000. O00. 
000,000,000, 000 pounds. 


Dr. B. Borchardt, a German 3 


scientist, has arrived at this conclusion after 


years of study and numerous delicate ex- 


periments. Modern technology deals with 
the most infinitesimal as well as the most 
enormous quantities. The tremendous 
masses of stone piled upon each other in the 
majestic pyramids of ancient times dwindle 
almost to naught, in point of weight, com- 
pared with the masses of iron and steel 


‘bolted together in the modern skyscraper. 


The Eifrer tower in Paris required 900 tons 
of structural tren. In the Masonic’Temple 
8,700 tons of iron and steel were used, in the 


Monadnock Building 5,800 tons, and the new ., 


federal building will require 11,000 tons. But 
there are other uses for the ore dug from 
the * Locomotives and railroad ‘cars, 
modern steamships, and the big fighting ma- 
chines of the navy require tho upon 
thousands of tons of iron. 

All these enormous wegihts are taken from 
the earth and Yet still belong to the earth. 
Even the balloon with all it carries de- 

not one moment from the earth, if 


| the latter is considered as a planetary unit. 


How much, then, does the earth weigh? Is 
it at all possibleto arrive at any satisfactory 
answer, and if so, how ds the result reached? 
Dr. Borchardt has made some interesting 
experiments in this direction. In his meas- 
urements he used the centner, or hundred- 
weight; the kilo, about two pounds; the 
meter, about three feet, and the liter, about 
a quart, and for simplicity’s sake 
designations may be retained here. 


Error in the Question. 

In the first place, the German scientist 
maintains that the question, How much 
does the earth weigh?” is in form not quite 
correct, because weight is no quality which 

is unalterably. attached to any body inde- 
9 — of its surroundings and independent 
of any relations to other bodies. The 

pressure which a body exerts upon its * 

rt, or the pull it causes when suspended, is 
its weight, but this weight is changeable 
though the body remains the same. For in- 
stance. the ordinary spring scale used in 
the household, it taken by the arctic ex- 

lorer to t polar region, will register a 

eavier weight than in this latitude, and if 
taken to the tropics each kilo will show. a 
loss of two or three grammes. The body to 
be welghed remains the same, but the sur- 
rounding conditions differ. Thus, @ kilo of 
the earth would weigh only one-fifth on the 
moon, but 27144 on the sun. 

Hence, if the question of the weight of 
the earth is asked it can be only in the sense 
that the entire globe could be weighed; that 
this globe weré subjected to the influence 
of the earth and henee would exert pressure 
upon its support and a pull upon the beam 
of the scale. But this is not the case. The 
question should de: How many kilograms 
does the entire mass of the earth contain?” 

Nearly one-half of the earth is oxygen. 
About one-fourth is silicum, which causes 
the stone formation, and the remaining 
fourth consists of numerous metals, among 
which the silvery aluminium gnd iron oc- 
cupy first place. The density and mass of 
182 substances are known; form and con- 
tenta of space of the earth are also known to 
a reasonable degree of exactness, hénce the 
layman would think it a rather simple prob- 
lem to figure out how much mass there is 
to each of these substances and hence to the 
entire earth. 


4 Perplexities cf the Problem. 

But the problem is rot 80 simple as it 
looks. The componert p rts named ‘have 
reference only to the cruct of the earth 
which ts known to scienti.is, while’ the red+ 
hot interior of the earth is altogether be- 


yond their knowledge. Hence there must be

ie. 

The movemcats of celestial bo“l-s have 
shown that all bodies in the universe attract 
each other; the gravity of earthly bodies is 
only a specific case of the general attraction, 
which is proportionately greater the larger 
the masses are, and is less, in an augmented 
ratio, the iether distant from each other 
the masses are. If the distance is doubled 
the masses exert only the fourth part of the 
original force upon tach other. It ft is 
trebled the attraction has decreased to the 


minth part. If the distance is ten fold it is 


only one-hundredth part. Now, knowing 
how heavy a certain, mass, a kilo for in- 
stance, is on the s of the earth, you 
may. imagine the earth as a globe which 
acts exactly as if its entire mass were united 
in the center, and fhe éffect of this enormous 
mass upon its surface, that is for the dis- 
tance of its radius of 6,378 kflometers. is still 
so great that a kilo 1 by it presses 
A spring with a certain force. This force is 
measured in the sſmplest way by the product 
of the attracted mass andthe velocity which 
It assumes in its descent to the earth in each 
second which, in the middle latitudes, is 
about 9.81 meter in each second. 

If tt were possible to ascertain the force 
with which a known mass, say, a bulk of 
lead of 1,000 kilo, at tracts a body, it would be 
easy to calculate how much of this force 
would remain at a distance of 6,378 kilo- 
meters, the radius of thé earth. As many 
times as the known effect qt the attraction of 
the earth surpassed the effect of the bulk of 
lead at this distance, so many times would 
the mass of the earth surpass that of the 
1,000 kilo of lead. The entire problem, there- 
fore, culminates in the attraction of a known 
mass on any smaller known mass. 

But this is easier said than done. The 
mutual effect of the maséges on one another 
cannot be ascertained exactly, because the 
effect of the earth, the vity, surpasses

Zarly 
The first scientist who tried to master t 


| problem was the English astronomer, Maske- 


lyne, who died in 1811, while director of the 
Greenwich observatory. Nearly forty years 
prior to his death he made the measure- 
ments which come into play in ascertaining 
the-weight of the earth. He established the 
proposition that a formidable mountain 
might exercise an effect upon a 
free swinging pendulum and deviate the lat- 
ter from its usual direction toward the center 
of the earth. Maskelyne chose the Shehallien 
peak in Scotland and found that on each side 
of this peak there was a slight deviation in 
the direction of the pendulum, which could 
be ascribed only to the influence of the 
mountain. 

The amount of this deviation shows the at- 
‘tractive force of the mountain. The mass 
of the latter can be calculated if its form and 
dimensions as well as its component parts 
are known. The measurements made for this 
purpose resulted in a reasonably exact 
product, whereupon the mass of the earth 
was ascertained in the manner already in- 
dicated. "Phe enormous figure which results 
is usually not stated; it is preferred to divide 
it by the contents of space of the earth, 1. 
trillions, cubic meter, and thus is ascertained 
the mass which on an average comes upon 
each Itter on the earth. For this medium 
density of the earth Mask ¢ found the 
surprising result of 4.71-—that is, each liter 
contains on an average five times as much 
mass as a liter of water, 4.71 kilogram. 

This result was so much the more sur- 
prising because the solid parts of the earth 
crust are on an average scarcely half so 
dense, and it is therefore not to be wondered 
at that measurements of the earth's density 

were tried after other measurements, 80 
much the more because the result ascer- 
tained could not be considered to be exact, 
for the mass of the Shehallien was in many 
respects only an estimate. Of the different

This turning scale was used for the first 

time by Lord Cavendish in 1798. This ec- 
centric genius Is known In chemistry by a 
number of meritorious works. It was he who 
applied a turning scale, measuring a one- 
hundred-millionth of burden, with absolute 
accuracy, for the measurement of the at 
traction of the masses and the density of the 
earth. For the latter he established a much 
‘larger product than Maskelyne—namely: 
5.45—and a series of subsequent experiments 
after the same method, made later on, led to 
the same result, so that it can be taken as 
proved that a liter’ of earth mass contains on 
an average 5% kilo. 

The more delicate geometrical] instruments 
and methods of measurement of modern 
times, however, led to the desire to ascertain 
the result with greater exactness. Particu- 
larly the scale has become an instrument of 
precision which promised the best results. 

How important this instrument is in as- 
tronomy may be learned, for instance, from 
the fact that the mass of the earth is the 
unit after which the masses of the other 
planets and of the sun are fixed. Of the vari- 
ous experiments which have been made in 

ple of w a poaitively start - 
ling simplicity. 


Differences in Same Sized Masses. 

Imagine a so-called double scale—that is, 
a scale from the bowls of which other bowls. 
are suspended by a stick a little more than 
two meters in length. If two masses of 
equal weight, a kilo, are placed on the bow]s, 
one in each, either the two upper or the two 
lower, the scale will balance, but if one of 
these masses is placed in the upper bow! of 
one side and the other in the lower bowl of 
the other side, there will be a small differ- 
ence, because the upper kilo is farther from 
the center of the earth than the lower, and 
therefore lighter. The difference is an in- 
significant one, but still it is a difference 
perceptible with a delicate scale. 

Now, if a heavy mass is brought between 
the upper and lower. bowls it increases by its 
attraction the weight of the kilo above and 
lessens in like manner the weight of the 
lower, Hence if the kilos are placed, one on 
an upper, the other on a lower bowl, they 
show another difference than the one men- 
tioned, and these two differences combined 
permit the calculation of the attraction of 
the heavy mass upon the two kilos. 

For the last thirteen years measurements 
after this principle have been made in the 
fortress of Spaudau with a mas of lead 
100,000 kilograms (100 tons) in weight. 
The fortress was chosen on account of the 
amount of lead required and because other 
conditions, such as isolation, assistance, 
Ste., were perfect. After thirteen years of 
arduous work and painstaking experiments 
it was found that the medium defisity of the 
earth is 6.506—reasonably close to the work 
of Lord Cavendish, if the latter's crude in- 
strument is considered. 

The contents of space of the earth are 
figured at 1,088 billions cubic kilometer, that 
ia 1,088 trfilions cubic meters. Each cubic 
meter having 1,000 liter, and each Uter aver- 
aging 5.5 kilo, it follows that the entire mass 
is 5,056,600 trillions, or nearly 6 quadrillions 
kilo. In numerals this figure would be 
5,966,500,000,000, 000,000, 000, 000 kilograms, 
or nearly 120,000 trillions hundred-weight, or 
5.500, 500,000, 000,000,000 tons. 
Nobody can have any adequate conception 
of this’ enormous mass. If, as many sup-

CENSUS OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


Details of the Enumeration to Be Made 
ot the Beople of the Great 
Empire. 


e first of the army of 50,000 officials who 
have the task of counting the popule- 
tion of Great Britain in 1901 have been al- 
ready appointed. These are merely subordi- 
nate clerks, but their appointment records 
the beginning of the great work on which 
the status of every hamlet, village, town, 
city, and county in Great Britain is anes for 
another d 
A year hence the Census office, - * depart- 
ment of the Registrar General's office, will 
be hard at work arranging and compiling the 
schedules gathered from every inhabited 
spot of England, Scotiand,,and Wales. Be- 
fore that time, however, a vast amount of 
preliminary work has to be done. For the 
purposes of the census Great Britain is di- 
vided into 640 districts, each under a super- 
intendent registrar. Each district will con- 
tain from two to twelve subdistricts, approx- 
imately about 2,000 in all, and every subdis- 
trict is again divided into enumeration dis- 
— numbering in round figures some 40,- 


The schedules will be distributed by the 
enumerators—one enumerator to each enu- 
meration district—during the week preceding 
Sunday, March 31, 1901. On that day every 
occupler of a dwelling will be required to fill 
up the schedule, which will be called for on 
the following day by the enumerator. The 
details of information required by the census 
taker are neither voluminous nor prolix; the 
name, sex, age, occupation, condition—mar- 
ried or single—and birthplace of every person 
in the house, and whether blind, deaf, dumb, 
imbecile, or lunatic; whether more or less 
than five rooms constitute the dwelling: and 
in Wales and Scotland whether any person 
speaks Welsh or Gaelic only.—London Mall.

ELENA, Mont., July 10.—{Editor ot 
The Tribune. }—Statements often are 
made in the newspapers that Chica- 
go was not named or entitled to place 
on the map until after 1800.

| of nin ae yg in 17 On the map of 
“ Territory N. W. of the Ohio” Chicago 
T.” is at the present 1 of the city. 

The description of “ Territory N. W. of the 
Ohio is as follows: 

“ This extensive tract of country is bound- 
ed north by part of the northern boundary 
line of the United States; east by the lakes 
of Pennsylvania; south by the Ohio River; 
west by the Mississippi. That part of the 
territory’ in which the Indian title is ex- 
tinguished, and which ts settled under the 
government of the United States, is divided 
into four counties—viz.: Washington, Ham- 
Uton, St. Clair, and Knop. 

“Rivers: The Muskingum ts 250 yards 
wide at its confluence with the Ohio and 
navigable by large batteaux_and barges to 
the Three Legs, and by small ones to the 
lake at its head. The Hockhocking resem- 
bles the Muskingum, though somewhat in- 
ferior in size. It is navigable for large boats 
about seventy miles and for small ones much 
further; on the of this very useful 
stream are found inexhaustible quarries of 
free stone, iarge beds of iron ore, and some 
rich mines of lead, and coal mines and salt 
springs are frequent in the neighborhood of 
this stream. .The Scioto is a larger river 
than either of the preceding and opens a 
more extensive navigation. It is passable 
for large barges for 200 miles, with a portage 
of only four miles to the Sandusky, a good, 
navigable stream that falls into Lake Erie. 
The stream of Scioto is gentle, nowhere 
broken by falls. At some places, in the 
spring of the year, it overflows its banks, 
providing for large natural rice plantations. 
Salt springs, coal mines, white and blue 
clay, and free stone abound in the country 
adjoining this river. The Little Miami is 
too small for batteaux navigation. The 
Great Miami has a stony channel and a swift 
stream, but no falls. It is formed of sev- 
eral large branches, which are passable for 


| boats a great distance. It interlocks with 


the Scioto. 


Wabash’s Fertile Banks. 

“The Wabash is a beautiful river, with 
high and fertile banks. It empties into the 
Ohio by a mouth 270 yards wide, 1,020 miles 
below Fort Pitt. In the spring, summer, 
and autumn it is passable with batteaux 
drawing three feet of water 412 miles, to 
Ouitanon, a Small French settlement on the 
west side of the river, and for large canoes

Between the Kaskaskies and H- 
nois Rivers, which are eighty-four miles 
apart, is an extensive tract of level, rich 
land, which terminates in a high ridge, about 
fifteen miles from the Illinois River.

R. M. S. ORMUZ, June 
3.— Jerusalem is buljded as a city 
that is compact.“ This description is 
unfortunately still too true. The 
streets of the old city are simply 
Horrid, unnamed, running hither and thither, 
narrow, crowded, bewildering; equally the 
promenade of people, donkeys, camels, 
sheep, chickens, and droves of goats. If 
there is a paradise for donkeys upon earth it 
is the Holy Land, and if there is one place 
over another where they enjoy the right of 
Way as only donkeys can, it is in the streets 
of Jerusalem! 
For conveniencé sake the two most impor- 
tant thoroughfares are spoken of as David 
and Christian streets. Dach is semi-sub-

Viewed from inside the temple area, from 
which a flight of steps descends to it, the 
interior ig beautiful.

In the city proper it is useless to try to 
identify the associations of Jesus.

Mystery of His Early Life. 


family. This suit ended with a legal victory 
for Gutenberg. 


In Strassberg Gutenberg was known as 
an industrious and capable business-man, 
but even concerning his work in the Alsa- 
tian city there is much mystery. Certain 
it is, from law records preserved to this 
day, that Gutenberg associated with sev- 
eral capitalists for the exploitation of cer- 
tain knowledges and abilities.“ These as- 
sociates had to furnish money, and in 
amounts which were large, as times then 
went. It appears that Gutenberg was bound 
by these contracts, which formed the basis 
of the subsequent lawsuits, to teach his 
associates the art of making mirror glass 
and of polishing precious stones. These 
jewels were to be set in golden vessels, a 
work pertaining to the privilege of the gold- 
smiths’ guild, to which Gutenberg undoubt- 
edly had some relation, because his family 
had at one time part in the minting privi- 
lege of Mayence. Regarding the making 
of mirrors, Gutenberg is supposed to have 
possessed some secret of manufacturing the 
glass. | 

But aside from this, the records show that 
Gutenberg s associates continually insisted 
upon the disclosure of new secrets of the 
inventor, and that they succeeded upon ad- 
ditional payments of money. Of the sub- 
stance of these secrets, however, nothing 
is Known t the fact that the process in- 
cluded the use of a press, which had been 
made by Kenrad Sahspach, a member of the 
turners’ guild. It is barely possible that 
this press was used in the manufacture of 
mirrors, which was worked in the house of 
Andreas Dritzgehn, one of Gutenberg’s as- 
sociates, but the fact that the inventor 
Was exceedingly anxious to hide this press 
from the view of outsiders, and that, after 
the death of Dritzehn, he rather destroyed 
it than expose it to public view, leads to 
the belfef that here was in reality the be- 
ginning of the momentous invention which 
Was to revolutionize the world.

These records are the 
only authentic source of knowledge con- 
cerning Gutenberg’s work in Strassburg. 
There are no other data of the inventor's 
industrial activity in these times. It is cer- 
tain that he did not prosper financially, and 
in 1444 he left Strasburg. 

Whither he went is not known. In 1448 
Gutenberg is heard of again in Mayence, 
his native city. It appears certain that 
at this time the inventor had worked out 
his idea to print books by the use of movable 
types, and it is probable that during the four 
years unaccounted for he made. his experi- 
ments somewhere. | 


First Attempts at Printing. 


Of course, printing in a certain sense was 
known before Gutenberg, but it was not such 
printing as the inventor gave to the world. 
Pictures had been drawn upon wood and the 
spaces between the lines had been cut away 
and from the remaining outlines prints had 
been made. For this ‘purpose the “ wood 
cut " was daubed with colors, the daub was 
covered with moist paper, and the latter was 
pressed upon the wood cut by means of a 
leather covered rubber until the picture ad- 
hered to the paper. Even letters and sen- 
tences and figures were printed in this 
fashion. Of course only one side of the 
paper. could be used by this process. The 
blank sides were pasted together and the 
sheets thus obtained were even bound, Of 
these so-called block books” a few stil} 
exist. This is, by the way, the “ art of print-

The inventor's genlus met this necessity 
by cutting the letters first in raised work 
in steel. This form, called the patrice, or 
punch, was then forced into hard metal, and 
the latter was the matrice, or mold. This 
could then be used to cast any number of 
the desired letter. But here again a number 
of difficulties presented themselves. As a 
matter of course the letters had to be sym- 
metrical, but care had also to be taken that 
in composition they Would fit with mathe- 
matical exactness. The slighest deviation

was furthermore of the utmost importance 
to find a moldable metal which would make 


the cast letters neither too hard, so that 


they might not cut into the paper, nor too 
soft, so that they might not be rendered 
useless too quickly. All these were ques- 
tions of apparent insignificance and yet of 
the greatest importance. They had to be 
solved before there could be any thought of 
a satisfactory solution of the problem. 
t Supplied the Money. 

It is not at all improbable that Gutenberg 
employed the four unaccounted years, 1444- 
1448, to the systematic working out of this 
problem. At any rate, he had it solved 
when he came before the public with the 
first results of his work. To achieve this

The first books printad by Gutenbergs 
press were Donates, primers in the Latin 
lariguage, so named after the celebrated 
grammarlan, Aé@élius Donatus, whose system 
ruled throughout the middle ages in Latin 
elementary instruction. These- books were 
chosen because they promised pecuniary 
success from the start. 

The work next contemplated by Guten- 
berg and Fust was the book of all books, the 
Bible. The book promised much profit, but 
the expenses of printing it were enormous, 
New types had to be cast in great quantities, 
and parchment and paper had to be pro- 
vided. The execution of this work began 
in 1453, and it took thrte years to complete 
it. The accompanying illustration is the 
first half of the first page of this Bible, called 
the forty-two-line Bible, after the number 
of lines on each page. It is a facsimile of the 
original. 

It is possible that Fust, despite his faith 
in the new art, lost patience to pay without 
experiencing any materia) results; it is also 
possible that he lost confidence in Guten- 
berg; possible that the latter, either alone 
or in conjunction with others, did work be- 
side the Bible; possible that Gutenberg had 
characteristics which made the joint work 
difficult or even impossible. At any rate, 
before the printing of the Bible was com- 
pleted the partners disagreed, and it came 
to a lawsuit. Fust demanded restitution-of 
all his payments with compound interest, 
fixing his claim at 2,026 guilders. The out- 
come of this suit is not known, though part 
of the record is preserved, and it forms, as 
in the Strassburg case, an authentic source 
of information concerning Gutenberg’s work

The pronibited precinct is literally a city 
within @ city.

Two 
gates give access to it, and bulidings con- 
nected with the gates provide lodgment for 
guards, while towers at each corner are 
Mere .utilized as barracks for troops.

is profusely adorned by Sold and 
isiiver pillars, gold and silver roofs, and gold 
and silver vases, in which last gold and 
gilver fishes disport themselves. 


Inside the Forbidden City. 


The only detailed description of the For- 
‘hidden City extant is given by Dr. 8. Wells 
‘Williams in his “ Middle Kingdom.” He 
says that in the great tower above the south 
gate of the inclosure is a huge gong, which 
fs struck whenever the Emperor passes 
through. Here the imperial ruler receives 
his troops when they return in triumph 
and here he confers gifts upon vassal poten- 
tates and viceroys. Passing through this 
gate, one finds himself in a large court, 
where a small stream is spanned by five 
marble bridges. These bridges cross over 
into a second court, which is paved with 
marble and flanked by pillared corridors 
and porticoes. At the head of this court is 
a superb marble structure known as the 
Gate of Extensive Peace, 110 feet high. It 
is &@ sort of balcony, where the Emperor on 
New Year’s day and other festive occasions 


Feceives the homage of his courtiers, 


Ascending a stairway and passing another 
gate, one reaches the Tranquil Palace of 
Heaven, in which is the imperial council 
chamber, and wherein candidates for of- 
fice are presented to the sovereign. This is 
the richest, loftiest, and most magnificent 
ef all the palaces. In a court beneath its 
walls is a small tower of gilt copper adorned 
with a great number of statues. Beyond 
Re- 
pose, which accommodates the imperial 
harem, superintended by the Empress. Be- 
tween this palace and the north wall of the

Like the Arabian Nights. 

This walled imperial precinct is a veritable 
city of the Arabian Nights, and its truthful 
annals might compose many a volume of 
fascinating and romantic interest. It is 
surrounded by a deep moat, and the eastern 
part of it contains, among other buildings, 
the offices of the Cabinet and the Treasury. 
North of these offices is the so-called Hall 
of Intense Thought, where periodical sacri- 
fices are made to Confucius and other sages, 
and near by is the Hall of the Literary 
A n other words, the library—which 
publishes from time to time a catalogue, 
which is an excellent synopsis of the best 


Chinese literature up to date. At the north 


end of the eastern division are numerous 
Palaces and buildings occupied by Princes 
of the blood royal and their relatives and 
families. In this same quarter is a small 
temple to which the Emperor comes at 
regular intervals to perform devotions be- 
fore the tablets of his ancestors. 
Surrounding the Forbidden City is a sec- 
ond and larger walled inclosure known as 
the Imperial City. It is an oblong square 
six miles in circuit and has a great gate on 
each of its four sides. On its eastern side 
is a depository of military stores, with work- 
shops for the manufacture of munitions of 
war. A beautiful artificial lake more than 
a mile in length is supplied by the Tunghul 
River, and is crossed by a bridge of nine 
arches, its banks being shaded by groves 
of trees. On the west side is a hall for the 
examination of candidates for military ap- 
pointments, and here the Emperor in per- 
son sees the aspirants exhibit their prowess 
in equestrian archery. A special temple is 
dedicated to Yuenfi, the supposed discoverer 
of the silkworm, to whom sacrifices are of- 
fered annually, and near this shrine is a 
plantation of mulberry trees and a co- 
Close by, on the borders of the 
lake, is the Temple of Great Happiness, 
wherein is enshrined a gilded copper statue 
of Buddha sixty feet high with 100 arms. 
arms, when appended to the image 
of a Chinese god, signify much power.

There are upward of 200 palaces in the 
two inclosures of the Forbidden City and 
the Imperial City. Much gofeousness is 
assembled within a small area, but not even 
the sacred dwelling of the Emperor him- 
self has modern plumbing, and the con- 
veniences deemed essential to comfort in 
Occidental countries are conspicuously ab- 
sent in the royal domiciles and official build- 
ings. Everywhere there is gilded squalor 
and dirt thinly covered up. If the Euro- 
peans make their way into the prohibited 
quarters there will be such a houseclean-

Outside of the Imperial City is the Tartar 
City, which is the great northern section of 
Pekin. It is surrounded by a rectangular 
wall, about three miles on a side.

metropolis and utilized it for barracks and 
residences mostly. Since that day, how- 
ever, most of the property has passed back 
into the possession of the Chinese, who at 
present constitute a majority of the popu- 
lation of the Tartar City. The southern part 
of the town is occupied almost 9 
by native Chinese. 


Like a Walled Camp. 


Pekin, which is properly pronounced Pee- 

ching, according to Mr. Williams, has a pop- | 
ulation at the present time of somewhat less 
than 3,000,000. Its name means Northern 
Capital. The high walls surrounding it are 
composed mainly of earth dug from the en- 
vironing moat, and are faced with brick and 
stone. At intervals of sixty yards square 
towers project, and similar towers stand on 
either side of the sixteen gates, connected 
in front in every case by a semi-circular fort. 
Each gateway is surmounted’ by a wooden 
building several stories in height, with 
painted portholes for imaginary . cannon. 
Save for the high-lookout towers over the 
gates the city would rather resemble a 
walled encampment than a metropolis. 
There are no spires, pillars, minarets, or 
monuments, only the varied colors of the 
tiled roofs, red, green, and yellow, reliev- 
ing the monotony of the scene within the 
walls. Here and there are large clumps of 
trees, and before every official residence is a 
pair of flagstaffs. 

Pekin has no manufactures and no trade 
in any proper sense. It is fed mainly by 
supplies from the southern provinces and 
by flocks raised in the northern part of Chi- 
li. The thoroughfares leading across it from 
gate to gate are broad, unpaved avenues 
more than 100 feet wide. The side streets 
are narrow lanes. The streets are bustling 
and gay with signs, but at times almost 
wholly impassable on account of mud. The 
avenues are lined with shops, whose fronts 
are made of movable panels in such a way 
that they can be removed entirely in the 
daytime, exposing the interiors. and the 
goods for sale. Many of the houses are 
painted green and blue. At the intersections 
of the avenues are honorary portals erected - 

to the memory of distinguished persons. 
At night the thoroughfares are lighted by 
lanterns before the doors of the houses, but 
dy no other means, so that the illumination 
is imperfect. The Manchu women ride 
astride, and representatives of various 
Asiatic tribes promenading the streets lend 


picturesqueness to the throng.

Falcon Island in the South 
Pacific That Vanishes and 
Then Reappears. 


oe good ship Miowera, just into the 


port of San Francisco, reports that 
BPaicon Island has come into sight 
Falcon’ Island, which is one

of the Tonga or Friendly group, in 


the south Pacific is the fifteen puzzle of navi- 


gators. Scarcely will charts be completed 
showing its location when the mysterious [| 
island will entirely disappear from sight. 
Then when sailors have made up their minds 


that no such island ever existed and that 
the man who originally discovered it, must 


have been dreaming it will bob up again 


Above the surface of the ocean like a bad 
penny. 


Falcon Island is, or was—it is always. 


dangerous to speak ‘of it in the present tense 
located thirty-five miles distant from its 
nearest neighbor, Tofooa, one of the princi- 
pal members of the Tonga group. It was 
first seen in 1885, and at once attracted the 
attention of scientists, who were anxious to 
Getermine the nature of the forces which 
could add another island to the thousands 
Which already dot the surface of the south 
Pacific. It was easy to determine that Fal- 
con island was of volcanic origin. Its cliffs 
rose More,than 150 feet above the level of 
the sea and on the flat portions of the island 
HM was only necessary to dig down six or 
Sight feet to reach a temperature which 
Would boil water, while on the surface the 
thermometer only marked 85° above zero. 
The fact that the island is entirely com- 
posed of volcanic conglomerate, and that 
Mere is a distinct smell of sulphur in the

air, makes it certain that it was driven up 
by a submarine volcano. 

The most careful scientic examination of 
Falcon Island was that made by the officers 
of the British ship Egeria in October, 1889. 
They found the island entirely uninhab- 
ited and projecting out of the ocean in the 
shape of a high and symmetrical black oval. 
It was almost destitute of either animal or 
vegetable life. Three or four seedling 
plants, evidently carried to the island by 
wandering sea birds, had taken roct, and 
two young coacoanut trees, not in a flour- 
ishing condition, were all the signs of vege- 
tation, ahd a single sand piper and a soli- 
tary moth were the only living things which 
a careful search of the island revealed. 


„At the time of the Egeria’s visit, four 


years after the island appeared for the first 
time, the waves of the ocean, which beat 
upon the high, black, and barren shore of 
the island with great velocity, were fast eat- 
ing it away. It was predicted then that 
within a few years it would entirely disap- 
pear unless some new volcanic activity 
should give it a new lease of life. 


Since that visit Falcon Island has twice 


disappeared, only to be driven up again by 
the resistless| force operating beneath it. 
Later explorers have made certain the fact 
of ts volcanic origin. They have even 
‘found some natives who, during the pro- 
longed eruption in 1885, which resulted in 
the formation of the island, went in their 
canoes from Tofooa and watched the forces 
of the volcano at work. Before its last 
disappearance, in 1898, still other visitors 
had discovered apertures in the upper part 
of the grim black cliff from which smoke 
and steam were still issuing. 

The other islands of the Tonga and neigh- 
boring. groups are also of volcanic origin, 
but in almost all of them the volcanoes are 
now quiescent and in most cases long since 
extinct. The ceaseless play of the waves 
has cooled their hot sides and they are 
also protected from the eroding action of 
the ocean by outlying reefs of coral, which 
fend off the breakers, which would other- 
wise eventually wear them down. Falcon 
Island. however, has no coral reefs about it, 
of great heat of its 
nterior, which makes it impossible fo - 
mal life to exist. 2

Ideas Run to Airships. 

The letters contain widely differing ideas, 
but the greater number pertain fo airships 
and war balloons. So many letters are re- 
ceived oh these subjects that a clerk has been 
designated as ‘* balloon elerk,“ whose duty 
it is to file away these ideas. 

Probably the most absurd idea concerning 
aerial navigation was received recently 
in a lengthy communication accompanied 
by beautifully executed drawings. The first 
drawing represented an eagle soaring in the 
clouds and carrying a lamb in its claws. 


Then followed the picture of two eagles pass- 


ing together and carying a full grown sheep. 
Under the second picture was written, If 
the first is possible, why not this?“ Then 
followed four eagles fastened together car- 
rying a basket far above the clouds. The 
last and largest picture presented the climax 
of thescheme. On this could be seen twenty- 


five eagles fastened by small cords to a car

The letter from this genius states: Nature 
furnishes this flying machine: It is easy to 
raise the eagles for the purpose, and they 
can be trained without difficulty. My last

Bicycle Gear for Balloons. 


Countless are the suggestions for pro- 
pelling balloons by means of a bicycle gear. 
One inventor has a device consisting of a 
balioon covered with propellers, “for the 
purpose, he explains, “ of making the bal- 


go wherever you want to, and to pre- 


vent its turning over in a wind.“ 

Another drawing represents a balloon fit- 
ted out with an inverted umbrella, ‘‘ which,“ 
says the inventor, “ will prevent the thing 
going up too fast. This is the trouble with 


all balloons.” For this General Greely 


thanked the inventor most politely. 

One elaborate drawing, accompanied by 
what was designated a working mode! made 
of wood, represents three great cylinders 
which are to be filled with gas and are made 
to float horizontally in the air. From these 
cylinders is suspended a small car equipped 
with ordinary boat oarlocks.

Another inventor has made an airship 
whiéh is fitted out with wagon wheels, to 
be used in case the ship meets with an acci- 
dent and falls to the earth. In such an 
emergency the ship is intended to run on 
the ground. A similar idea for accidents on 


| water was suggested in a drawing showing 


a balloon carrying a car which was made in 
the form of a boat. This was thought to be 
useful by the inventor, as it obviated all 
danger of the aerial navigator being drowned 
if he should fall into the sea. The propeller 
blades were so arranged that when the craft 
struck the water they converted it into a 
side wheel boat. The inventor called this 
the Sea Scout.“ 

One man submitted a scheme which he 
termed a balloon fleet. This was com- 
posed of twenty or thirty balloons carrying 
nitroglycerin. On each balloon was placed 
a time fuse 80 arranged that the explosion 
would ocour directly over the enemy. The 
inventor wrote an enthusiastic note in which 
he stated he was certain that the plan was 
practical, as it is only necessary to turn 
loose a sufficient number of balloons. Some 
of them are certain to drop on the Boxers.“

The policy concerning the Philippines, bang du t 0g pessimists who are continu- 


which Bryan will do What lies in his 
power to catry out if elected President, is 
set forth in the Democratic National plat- 
form as follows: We favor an immediate 
declaration of the nation’s purpose to give 
to the Filipinos, first; a stable form of 
government; second, independence; and, 
third, protection from outside interfer- 
euce, such as has been given for nearly 
a century to the republics of Central and 
South America.” 

Should Mr. Bryan be elected President 
he cannot lawfully of his own motion noti- 
fy the Filipinos that they are to have 
independence and protection when a stable 
government has been established. Congress 


ean do that, while he cannot, for to it is | 


given the power to dispose of the terri- 
tory belonging to the United States, It 
can alienate such territory or give & promise 
that that shall be done when a certain con- 
tingency happens. 

That the Philippine Islands are at this 
moment territory belonging to the United 
States no Democrat will deny. Democrats 
may contend, like Mr. Bryan, that they 
have been wrongfully acquired. That does 


not change the fact that they are recog- 


nized the world over as subject to the 
jurisdietion ot the United States. Demo- 
crats may contend that the islands have 
been unconStitutionally acquired because 
the consent of the Filipinos—“ the consent 
of the governed —has not been asked for 
and obtained. But until it has been au- 
thoritatively decided that the acquisition 
of territory without the consent of its 
itihabitants is something the United States 
cannot constitutionally do, the Philippine 
Islands will be territory belonging to the 
United States and cannot be given away 
éxcept by Congress. 

It is admitted that even it the Demo- 
crats should elect Bryan next fall and 
at the same time get control of the next 
House of Representatives, the Senate will 
remain Republican for two years at least.

Then 
he will declare that troops are no longer 
needed in the islands and will withdraw 
them or most of them, assuring the Filipino 
governinent that in 4 year or two the United 
States will recognize its independence, 

The day that the Filipino government, to 


be established by Bryan, sees the American 


troops withdrawn, it will cease to be on 
its good behavior. Then those Tagals 
who have figured during the last year 
and a half as leaders of insurgents will 
proceed to satisfy the hates they have been 
cherishing so long.

He quoted the dif- 
fieulty which whs experienced in obtaining 
an escort at the funeral of Sam Adams, 
dwing to political enmity, the opinions ex- 
pressed by 4 Adams of Franklin, and 
by Jefferson of Adams and Hamilton. in 
view ot which he was led to say, “ Find 
in the last thirty years a single word of

There is note such, and if it had been 


uttered the guilty man would have fallen 
low in the esteem even of his own party.“ 


Mr. O'Meara's address was a needed re- 


ally exalting the exéellenciés of the 
“fathers” and depreciating the present as 


compared with the past. The world in its 


evolution does not take any backward 
steps. It has gained even in war since 
the days when the ehosen people went out 
to slay the Philistines. It has gained in 
religious tolerance:since the days of the 
inquisition. It has gained in political 
morality since the days of the Charleses and 
Louis and Peter the Great. It is a better 
world and a smärter world than it was a 
century ago, and when all the existing con- 
fusion in Asia and Africa has been As- 
pélled it will be found that the world has 
taken long steps ahead. It is paying higher 
respect to the “ fathers to concede that 
they were human and had their frailties 
than it is to elevate them on pedestals 
fot adoration, ignoring their shortcomings. 
This old world takes a long step in advance 
each century. If it did not it would soon be 
a sorry place to live in. 


AN ANGRY FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
Last March the Council, assuming that 


the revenues of the city would reach a cer- 


tain figure, madé appropriations for the dif- 


ferent municipal departments. There is 


reason now to believe that the revenues 
will not come up to that figure, because the 
assessment bids fair to be smaller than it 
was last year. The decrease may be com- 
paratively slight, but theré can be no cer- 
tainty as to the amount until the Boards of 
Assessment and Review have finished their 
work. 

It is altogether proper that the Controller 
should take notice of the fact that there 
is to be some shrinkage of revenues and di- 

rect the heads of departments to govern 
accordingly. To spend taxes 
which are not going to be collected is to 
swell a floating debt which is too large 
now. It is better also td be on the safe 
side, and to direct heads of departments to 
reduce experises considerably until it is 
known exactly how great a cut will have 
to be made. Consequently, no exception can 
be taken to what the Controller has just 
done as to cutting down expenses, except 
that it would have been advisable for him 
to have consulted first the Counctl, or rather 
the Finance committee, notifying it of the 
situation and listening to any suggestions 
that it might have to make. Then that 
committee would not be complaining now 
of having been ignored. 

The Council made originally the allot- 
ment of the expected revenues to the differ- 
ent departments for various purposes. If 
that allotment has to be modified by reason 
of a shrinkage of revenues, it is only proper 
that the Council should be consulted as to 
which items of the appropriation bill shall 
suffer the most. While not contending that 
the concurrence of the Council in the action 


of the Controller is necessary, yet it is evi- 


dent that it would have been expedient to 


try to secure it, 


100 EAGER FOR SUCCESS. 

The failure of American athletes in the 
recent international contest at London in 
all the events requiring an unusual amount 
of endurance is received on this side of 
the water with the practical query: Why 
did they fail? Was it due to a peculiarity 
in American makeup or the difference in 
trainings 

It may as well be admitted at once that 
Americans ate a nervous people and that 
their thletes, as à rule, go on the track with 
a 3 ot nerve and muscle by no meaus 
conducive to a quiet husbanding of strength. 
One reason for this is the national worship 
pf success. No one outside of college 

reles can Quite realize the prestige of 
the champion baseball or football player, 
of the stroke oar, or of the leader in track 
athletics. And what are the arguments 
that induce him to undergo the hardships | 
necessary to his proper training? Not the 
love of sport, not his own manly pride 
in hard muscles and a vigorous heart ac- 
tion—by no means. If he is not told in 
so many words he at least knows from 
hints or tradition that the successful ath- 
lete is the college social lion, and that sue- 


‘cess will be his password into whatever other 


elysian fields are within the control of his 
classmates, 

And lest this should be an Mads 
incentive, he is constantly told of his “ duty 
to his college.” If he breaks training he 
has “injured his college.” HardshipS“are 
nothing if he can “ only win for his colors.” 
Failure to 0 that will bring “ disgrace ” to 


them. 


The petsonal element is entirely lost 
sight of. Everything he does is in itself 
useless save as it fits him for successive con- 
tests, in which his rivals are to be defeat- 
ed for the glory of the blue, or the crimson, 
or whatever color he champions. What 
wonder that the most stringent rules are 
scarcely able to bar out professionalism 
e sports. For inside the ranks 
it is really the spirit of professionalism 
that is cultivated. 

English college athletes want to win, 
of course, but as to losing sleep over it or 
allowing one’s heart to beat a reveille to 
the othe nek world because failure may come 
instead of success—that’s another. thing 
old Oxford of Cambridge is big enough to 
stand any number of defeats of this sort. 

As soon as school life begins for the 
English lad his athletic training begins. 
Not the training of the eye and the tension 
of the nerve that comes when one hun- 
dred boys watch ten at play, but that which 
brings into active play every muscle of 
his body for the mere love of feeling his 
heart throb and of using an unusual amount 
of oxygen. 

The English college freshman, therefore, 
is not altogether without athletic train- 
ing. He has regularly rowed and batted 


| and walked ever since he can remember. 


It is the latter item that has done most for 
him in the matter of endurance. Under 
most kinds of regular training a green man’s 
motor nerves reach a high state of de- 
velopment long before his heart action 
is strong ehough to back them up for more 
than a few minutes. A longer attempt to 
keep them in action simply stores up poison 
—tatigue. THe greater his tense determina- 
tion to win in spité of anything, the sooner 
comes the inevitable collapse. Now, walk- 
ing develops the heart and lungs much 
faster than it does the motor nerves, but 
these last are in the end stronger and bet-

This difference in training between

muscle. The difference in social attitude 
must also be considered. The Englishman. 
loves success, but he loves sport more, and, 
therefore, the thought, of defeat does 
not unman him. 

The effeet of the difference in attitude 
builds up on the oe side a physique capa- 
ble of greut endurance because possessing 
immense reserve forces, and on the other 
a nervous but highly developed body which 
may be depended upon for instant response 
to any demand made upon it, but which is 
inicapable of long sustained effort. 


BATHING POOLS IN THE PARKS. 

The old saw about dlioemakers’ wives 
has often been applied to the situation of 
Chicago in respect to bathing, With twen- 
ty-six miles of lake front, there is not along 
that whole line a public bathing place, and 
thére are but few private ones. Bathing 
facilities properly go with public parks, but 
with the exception of the admirable outdoor 
natatoriums in Douglas Patk—the popular- 
ity of which after they were opened two 
years ago was, according to the statement 
of the superintendent, so great that a fee 
of 10 cents had to be charged to keep the 
patronage within reasonable limits—there 
is not a bathhouse, or beach, or pool, or a 
floating bath in any one of the six great 
parks of the city. ay 

The commissions in charge of Lincoln and 
Jackson Parks have not been unmindful of | 
this deficiency, and projects have been dis- 
cussed for establishing a bathhouse at a 
proper point on the water front in each of 
these parks, though nothing in this direction 
has yet been accomplished. A few children 
are allowed to bathe in Lincoln Park from 
the sand beach above the Sanitarium, and 
youngsters are encouraged to go in wad- 
ing” on the sandy bottom south of the 
German Building in Jackson Park. These 
two items, however, sum up the use of the 
water tront in these two parks for bathing 
purposes. 

The proposals ter bathhouses along this 
water front are, of course, to be commend- 
ed, but there is another sort of bathing 
facility which would have certain special 
advantages and which it would be perfectly 
practicable to arrange at small expense, not 
only in those parks but in every other one 
of the latge parks of the city—namely: 
bathing pools. These pools, which should 
be comparatively shallow, have simply sand 
bottoms, and be sutrounded by a circle of 
trees to afford reasonable secltision, would 
not involve the personal risk of drowning 
which. goes with bathing in a large body of 
water, and they would have the great ad- 
vantage of a more even and a higher tem- 
perature than can be found in the lake. A: 
pool of this sort covering an acre or two 
would furnish room for a t number of 
boys to indulge in the peculiarly wholesome 
exercise of swimming, simple shelters 
would suffice for dressing-rooms and stor- 
ing clothing, and one such pool in each of 
the large parks, excepting Douglas, would 
be of immense enjeymnat and use to the 
ladds of the city. 

Such pools are mend tn bt the Lea 
don parks, where they are screened off by 
trees so as not to be obtrusive, and in some 
of them on warm days the number of bath- 
ers runs fat up into the thousands. With 
water to be had for the mere pumping, with 
ample space in the large parks which might 
be devoted to such a purpose, and with the 
painful dearth of bathing opportunities 
which characterizes Chicago the various 
park authorities could hardly do better than 
considef ways and means for the early 
establishment of such bathing pools in each 
of the large city parks which are now des- 
titute of bathing taeilitles. 


VAUDEVILLE GARDENING, 
Landscape gardeners and other artistic 
people are sadly shocked by the work which 
is being done in Lincoln Park by way of 


ment. They point out that the labored con- 
struction of life-sized cannon out of blue 
and red flowering plants violates every law 
of landscape art, and that to plant and 
prune innocent herbs so that in the end 
they shall bear a more or less remote re- 
semblance to the word “ welcome ” is only 
one degree removed from cruelty to vege- 
tables. In derision they allude to the 
efforts of the ambitious artists of Lincoln 
Park as “ vaudeville gardening.” 

Meanwhile there is a constant crowd of, 
people about the men who are whittling. 
the flower beds into shape, and there are 
many exclamations of wonder and admira- 
tion. Without intention on their part, the 
floral esthetes well described the situation 
when they coined the phrase “ vaudeville 
gardening.” Just as thousands of people 
prefer to attend a theatrical performance 
which. offers them a constantly changing 
program of freaks and novelties, so there 
are thousands who like to see “ vaudeville 
gardening ” rather than the more common- 
place and less striking results of attempting 
to let nattre its sweet un- 
trammeled way. 

And to the crajeat and sad-hearted critic 
who asks the enthusiastic spectators 
whether they evet saw anything in nature 
that looked like that,” the artist, whose in- 
strument is a pair of sheep shears, may 
make answer in the words of Turner, “ No, 
but don’t you wish had?" 


‘TOLSTOI ON ART AS CREATION. 

That Count Tolstoi is himself an artist 
of unique power no one questions; when he 
undertakes to be a philosopher and explain 
a special theory ‘as to what true art is he 
provokes critical inquiry. In an article 
written by him some time ago—but never 
before translated—which appears in the 
Independent, he draws some fine distinc- 
tions and presents a on of his own. 

Art is not imitation of nature. It is not 
something produ for a purpose, some- 
thing that pos a “tendency.” It is 
not “art for art’s sake,” having in mind 
mere beauty and meant to awaken an 
“ But the true artistic 
he affirms, “ manifests itself. in 
f that which is new—in 


activity,” 
the production | 
artistic creation.” 
What; then, is artistic “creation”? The 
impulse to create something is a common 
human instinct; only, in case of the real 
artist, the creative instinct or impulse ex- 
ists in such power.as to enable him to re- 
duce confused presentations of thought and 
feeling to such ¢learness that the thought 
may be assimilated by and communicated to 
other people. Speaking of how the process 
of “creation” ig effected, he says: A man 
surmises, or els confusedly, something 
perfectly new t ) him which he hae never 
heard of from others. This newness arrests 


- 


: the matter so clearly visible to him is quite | 


invisible to others. They do tot see, do 
hot feel, what he would impart to them. 


: This strange thing, this discord, this dis- 


union from his fellows at first disturbs 
him. “To solve this difficulty the min 
strains his whole strength to make his dis- 
covery éldar to himself, so that there may 
remain.no least doubt, either for himself 
or for others, as to thé renlity of what 
perceives.” The artist's stress of spirit in 
making clear to himself the subject of his 
inner conflict is transmitted through the 
work of art to the recipients. The work of 
art is a finished product where it is presented 
to others with such lucidity that it calis 
forth in them the feeling which the artist 
himself experienced in its creation. 

A new idea, formerly ufiperceived, in- 
tangible, unintelligible, now wrought 
through stress of feeling to such a degree 
of lucid expression as to become accessible 
to all—this is a work of art. The satisfied 
feeling of the artist whose effort has reached 
his aim—this constitutes delight for him. 
Participation in the same stress of emotion 
and in its satisfaction—this is the delight of 
the recipient. 

Such, according to Tolatoi, is the charac 
teristic which distingnishes art from every 
other activity. It is at any rate a sug- 
gestive definition and has much to com- 
mend it. 


10 STOP CAR STRIKES. 

almost complete unanimity of opinion 
expressed by the members of the special 
Street Railway committee on Wednesday 
that any extension of franchises should pro- 
vide a method for arbitrating disputes be- 
tween company and employés when the 
parties directly concerned could not, without 
strike or lockout, settle these between 
themselves, illustrates the impression made 
upon the minds of these gentlemen not 
only by recent events in St. Louis but also 
by similar occurrences within a compara- 
tively short period in Milwaukee, Cleveland, 
and Brooklyn. It is natural, if view of 
these experiences, that this committee 
should seek to insure Chicago against “ tak- 
ing its turn by and by in the same sort of 
experience, It is not to be supposed, how- 
ever, that the committee went into the ques- 
tion in any exhaustive way or did more 
than express the general feeling of its mem- 
bers concerning the end to be attained and | 
the principle to be applied. — 

In devising any plan for compulsory 11. 
tration as an ultimate device for prevent- 
ing the interruption through labor disputes 
of street car service the committee will be 
blazing the way in what is pretty nearly an 
untried country. Definite labor regulations 


have been inserted in numerous street rail- |. 


way franchises or leases in foreign cities, 
and the legitimacy of specific public regula- 
tions on the subject has been recognized 
by Congressional legislation respecting the 
District of Columbia and by legislation in 
several States, prescribing ten hours as the 
limit of a day’s work for street railway em- 
ployés. As regards compulsory arbitration, 
however, there has been hesitation in pre- 
scribing it asa remedy. Indeed, if one turns 
to New Zealand, the only country where 
compulsory arbitration obtains for general 
industrial disputes, and where strikes in the 
trades covered by this device have been en- 
tirely avoided during the last five years, it 
appears, unfortunately, so far as light on 
this subject goes, that the Arbitration Court 
has, in rather a close decision, ruled that its 
jurisdiction does not extend to the case of 
street car employés. 

This dearth of precedent, however, is no 
sufficient ground why Chicago should feel 
the case to be foreclosed, or should decline 
the search for some method of avoiding 
such instances of civil strife and social dis- 
aster as have through street railway 
strikes befallen the cities mentioned. There 
seems at least little likelihood that a judi- 
clous experiment would precipitate a worse 
situation than that from which St. Louis 
has been suffering. | 

Itis to be taken for granted, however, that, 
as one of the members of the committee has 
suggested, any plan for carrying this prin- 
ciple into effect locally will have to be 
studied carefully in advance. It is quite 
likely, too, that the committee will find it 
possible, through certain special regulations 


on the subject, for which ample precedents .

THE INCREASE IN FAILURES, 
The bank clearings in the United States 
for last week show a falling off of 21.1 per 
¢ent as compated with the corresponding 
week of last year. The failures during the 
first half of 1900 aggregated $100,570,000, 
against $49,664,000 for the first 11 months 
of 1899. 

These figures do not Wenn however, 
that the period of prosperity which sue- 
ceeded the hard times of 1898 and subse- 
quent years is drawing to a close, and that 
the producers of the United States must 
prepare themselves for another season of 
manufacturing and eommercial dullness, 
There is nothing discouraging in the situa- 
tion when it is studied closely. There is, in- 
stead, cause for congratulation. 

Bank clearings have decreased, especially 
in New York, where the percentage of de- 
crease is 31.9 per cent, because the rage for 
the organization of new industrial combines 
is over, The operations connected with the 
financing of those enterprises added enor- 
mously to the volume of bank clearings 
last year. At this time no new combines 
are being organized. The tendency is the 
other way—towards dissolution of such con- 
cerns. 
The increase of $51,000,000 in the volume 
of failures for the first half of the year is 
analyzed in the Weekly Review of Trade 
of one of the commercial agencies. Bank- 
ing failures, which aggregated $25,822,000, 
account for $18,200,000 of the increase, 
and the failures of brokerage and real es- 
tate firms for $19,800,000 more of the in- 
crease. There have also been some large 
failures in building and lumber working 
connected with those in real estate, The 
increase in banking and brokerage failures 
can safely be ascribed in good part to the 
speculative fever of last year, which gave 
fortunes to a few men, but ruined others 
who speculated recklessly and too late. 

Another cause of business disasters is to 
be found in the unreasonable forcing up of 
prices—particularly those of iron and steel 
products—during last year. There had to 
be a reaction. The only question was 
whether it shonld come suddenly and vio- 
lently and accompanied with great loss, or 
should come with measurable ease and be 
attended with comparatively small loss. 
Some loss there has to be when there is 4 
shrinkage in prices. In this instance that 
shrinkage has come about without a busi- 
ness convulsion. As the Weekly Review of 
Trade says, the efforts of the last few 
months to get back to a normal state of 
business have been largely successful, and

“The glaciers played the deuce with Wis- 
consin, says the irreverent scientist, ex- 
plaining the beautiful cafions, strange 
„% castle rocks,” and countless lakes. But in 
the mind of the layman nature herself has 
here turned artist and in reckless abandon 
has dug the water courses out of rocks and 
has channeled and grooved and ridged the

The Dells are at Kilbourn City, Wis. One 
reaches them at the end of a six-hour ride 
from Chicago by rail. There are good hotels 
and excellent private boarding-houses there, 
and the night air is cool and sweet. One 
sleeps soundly, lulled by the murmur of the 
waters in the cafion close at hand; and rises 
early for a day spent in seeing them. 

Flowing from the north the Wisconsin 
River has cut through the stratified sand- 
stone, forming a gorge that is in places a

dur vos. Kilbourn is in the ‘middle of a 
twelve mile shore line between the upper and 
the lower Dells. 

The entire business of Kilbourn is the 
Dells. It has no need for any other. Many 
thousands of sightseers come to the place 
annually, and but a small proportion stay 
more than a day or two. In their short stop 
they must be shown the sights. And so the 
young men and the old men of Kilbourn all 
are guides and early and late explain the 
beauties of the Dells to the strangers. 


Sight-Seeing Itinerary. 


‘Rising early, then, after a night in Ku- 
bourn, one can walk after breakfast to the 
side of the gorge, across the railroad track, 
below the bridge, where the banks are high 
and the current swift. He comes to the 
river below the ruins of the dam and the 
abandoned mill. The mouth of Hulbert 
Creek is opposite, and the curious rock 
formations known as The Ovens.” The 
giver swings around to the southeasterly, 
and shows on the opposite high cliffs Eari’s 
Cove, the Witch's Window, and the oddly 
colored Painted Rocks, a hundred feet above 


the stream, The near bank on which the. 


visitor stands is covered with pine and oak 
trees, dnd through their branches he views 
the river around another turn from Echo 
Point down to a third bend, a mile away. 
Through the woods along the crest of the 


bluff runs a trail, winding and good to fol- 


low, which brings the visitor out on Pul- 
pit Rock and Observation Point. It is be- 
yond the power of words to paint the oute 
look from these points. It seems al mog 
enough to say It is a goodly sight” and 
let it passatthat. The jagged rocksand the 
roaring riyer, here almost a rapid, give a 
quick conception of the great power of the 
water that has worn the channel. 


The visitor can come this far and then 


hasten back to the steamboat landing near 
the railroad station to board the steamer 
for the upper Delis. Apollo No. 1, suc- 
cessor to the Queen of the Dells, makes two 
round trips.daily over this route, leaving 
for the first at 9 o’clock. It is a flat-bot- 

tomed, stern-wheeled craft, with its en- 
tire upper deck open for the view, dnd with 
a pllot-house perched high above it for Cap- 
tain Henry Snider. The steamboat landing 


Is at the foot of a precipice, and is reached by 


a winding stairway. From it one looks up 
at lofty banks on either side. 


In the Jaws of the Dells. 


From here the steamer runs slowly up past 
the town, coughing and churning, swings 
around a bend, and just ahead are seen the 
jaws of the Dells. Out from between these 
two Closely set, rocky headlands rushes the 
stream, widening to a broader bed. In be- 
tween them into the narrow channel goes 
the steamer, until the rocks seem to hang 
directly overhend. sunlight plays on

we 
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them and with the shallows makes odd 
effects, accentuating the formations and 
bringing out figures of animals and repre- 
sentations of other things in nature. 

High Rock and Romance Cliff are these 
great jaws, the latter higher than its op- 
posite and more weird in its structure. Be- 
yond them are Chimney Rock and Echo 
Cove, and between a Lovers’ Retreat. And 
beyond these, where the river sweeps again 
to the eastward, are the ruins of the old 
Dell House. Standing beneath mighty elms 
in a saddle that makes a break in the rocky 
cliffs where formerly the river washed 
through, this was for many years a famous 
tavern for loggers. The rafters, who for a 
generation or more worked up and down the 
river bringing out the forests of the upper 
country, made merry here and wild scenes 
of revelry were enacted within the old log 
Walls.“ 

The tavern, was built in 1836 by the Astors. 
In those days immense rafts of timber used 
to come down the river. In the spring, when 
a freshet made a passage through the Nar- 
rows of the Dells difficult, numbers of these 
rafts would be tied up farther up stream and 
their crews would congregate at the Dell 
House to pass away the time in drinking 
bouts. Stories of frightful crimes com- 
mitted in the old house were once common 
and have passed into tradition. The log 
building was burnt las winter, but the high 
srout first story still s ands. 


A Unique Navy Yard. 

Just around the bend from the ruins is the 
navy yard, Here are great ships that can- 
not sink—nor float. The need not fear to 
share the fate of the Oregon, for their sides 
are scarcely pierceable, and when pierced 
present other layers equally hard. They 
are, in fact, big sandstone prows, like the 
stems of mighty battleships, set side by 
side and pointing out into the water. The 
river, charging with terrifie force out from 
between the Narrows, has worn against 
them until the shiplike outlines have been 
formed. These are among the most pictur- 
esque features of the Dells. 

Immediately beyond is the most dangerous 
portion, from the standpoint of navigation— 
the Narrows. At this point, at Blackhawk’s 
Leap, the river is but 52 feet wide and ex- 
tremely crooked, The banks are not high, 
but are of exceedingly sharp, jagged rock, 
points toward the stream. Through the 
channel among these Captain Snider, who 
has been piloting here for forty years, picks 
his way with greatest care. At times the 
steamer can scarcely make headway against 
the swift current. This is a place that 
abounds with Indian traditions, and the 
guides gathering their parties on the deck of 
the steamer as it passes slowly up-stream, 
point out Blackhawk's Cave, where that 
famous warrior was “ safely hid during the 
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Blackhawk war.“ (A story which always 
interests those who had supposed that the 
old chief made ſt his duty during that war to 
be much out of caves and in the fleld.) He 
is even said to have leaped his pony across 
‘the Narrows to have escaped pursuing 
white men. 

At the head of the Narrows is a white sand 
stretch that marks a curious habit of rivers, 
for the Wisconsin formerly flowed where 
now that sand bank is. Having woru 
through the sandstone cliffs until its bed 
was broad and deep, it began building where 

it had destroyed, and gradually constructed 
out of the sand a dam, which turned its 
waters aside and sent it to eat through the 
narrow channel the steamer just passed. 
The barrier set by nature it cared naught 
for, but it built one for itself it could not 


pass. 
Among the Canyons. 


Above is Coldwater Cafion, one of the many 
rocky ravines that lead into the Dells. A 
tiny brook flows down through a rift if the 
rocks, and beside it a walk has been built 
for the convenience of tourists. This walk 
takes one up between rocks that at places 
are set so closely together that the name 
„Fat Men's Misery has been given to the 
place. Again the walls are farther apart, 
and between them is a wooded valley, full 
of ferns of many sorts and rich in sweet, 
woody odors. Farther up the rocks come 
together again and form the Devil's Jug,” 
a curious hollow nearly closed at the top, 
and appearing like the inside of a mammoth 
bean pot. 

Farther up the stream the steamer passes 
Rood’s Glen, a similar place, hidden behind 
Steamboat Rock, and beyond this and in- 
numerable other oddities of nature is the end 
of the steamer route, at Witch’s Gulch. 

Here, at the head of the chasm through 
which the river runs for miles, is a broad 
basin dotted with green islands that re- 
minds one of the Thousand Islands of the 
St. Lawrence. On the right hand side, as 
the steamer moves up-stream, is a break 
in the cliffs, and a winding brook flows 
down through a wood in a broad ravine. 
Close to this the steamer ties up against the 
bank. This is the famous Gulch. A path 
close to the water's edge runs up into the ra- 
vine, and comes to a board walk where the 
gulch proper begins. The sides of the cafion 
suddenly come close together, and even over- 
hang entirely the pathway, leaving but a 
tunnel, through which one must pass to the 
wonders beyond. Odd-shaped rooms open 
out in succession beyond this, separated by 
passageways as narrow as Fat Man's Mis- 
ery. And at the end of a long series of them 
is again the open ravine, with a refreshment 
camp set in the shade of an elm wood. All 
this is in the midst of one of the most de- 
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lightful wildernesses imaginable. 

So much for the upper Dells. For the 
lower river one boards a launch and darts 
away past the cliffs he saw earlier in the 
day into a region of broad and shallow river 
broken by many isolated rocks. Lone Rock, 
the Inkstand, and the Sugar Bowl are mir- 
rored in the glassy waters, their sides broken 
by caves and grottoes, and their tops cov- 
ered with scraggy growths of pine. 

The lower Dells extend three miles below 
Kilbourn. 

Four miles from Kilbourn is Mirror Lake. 
Near this exquisite sheet of water is Con- 
gress Hall, a cafion similar to Witch's 
Gulch, but larger and more majestic. This 
is an easy carriage drive, from Kilbourn 
or can be reached in an hour’s walk. 

There are many other beautiful scenes 
along the river and back in the country 
not easily reached from the steamer, but 
which can be visited in a carriage ride. 
Among these is Stand Rock, on the river- 
side opposite to Witch’s Gulch. This rock, 
eighty feet high and capped by a big flat 
stone, is separated at its top from the main 
cliff by about ten feet. Across this is a 
famous leap, and adventurous youth who 
are willing to chance falling on the rocks 
far below often have their pictures taken 
while in midair between the sides. This, 
however, is not a favorite pastime of tour- 
ists. 

There is no end to the things to be seen 
along this bit of river. One can catalogue 
them endlessly, but one cannot describe 
them. So beautiful are they that a soldier 
who came to Kilbourn in 1866 to make por- 
trait photographs, and who bégan almost 
immediatély trying to get good views, has 
devoted his entire time since to photograph- 
ing the rocky walls and the river and forest, 
and still finds the beauty of it just beyond 
his grasp. With his walls hung with pictures 
of the scenery that have done much to make 
the Dells famous the world over he still 
hunts industriously up and down the gorge, 
or schemes for some method to get a little 
better effect into some spot already pictured. 

The Dells are indeed as the torture of 
Tantalus to the amateur photographer. Yet 
it is perhaps as well for him to take a few 
films along, for wherever he snaps it he will 
bring back a picture that will satisfy his 
friends in the city as to the beauty of the 
journey he has made. 

From the Dells to Chicago one route lies 
through the lake country of Wisconsin—

„Men come here from New York and prate 
to us about labor and labor’s wishes; men 
with soft hands, whose only labor has been 
to turn the crank of a political machine.”

His design is for a monument 1,500 feet high, 
to be called The Beacon of Progress.” 

When Mr. Despradelle visited the United 
States for the first time in 1898 he proceeded 
directly to Chicago, where he was struck by 
the splendors of the exposition. 

The impression of the White City so boldly 
erected on the shores of Lake Michigan 
haunted the artist. It seemed to him the 
exposition should not pass without leaving 
some trace, and the idea of commemorating 
it was born. He immediately began to con- 
ceive the idea of a monument as a souvenir 
of the Chicago Exposition, which, after some 
months, resolved ftself, as he said. into the 
expression of a still more comprehensive 
thought assuming a national character, to 
fix at once the souvenir of the vanished 
Whits City, as well as the glorification of a 
great people. All the forces which have 
shaped the American nation marshaled 
themselves in the form of a glorious monu- 


ment, the symbol of progress and grandeur. 


The history of Rome was inscribed upon

The design shows the monument as it 
would look if placed on the site of the 
World's Fair, known as Jackson Park. fac-

the principal access being from the lake 
side, by a water boulevard. A kind of es- 
planade precedes the access to the principal 
terraces and platforms, from which can be 
read the different facts in American history, 
represented by sculpture, in groups of stat- 
wary and bas-relief etching and writing.

arts, and commerce, as well as sculptured 
trophies of all descriptions. The States and 
Territories are represented by female fig- 
ures hand-in-hand, symbolizing the indis- 
soluble chain of union; constellations of 
stare indicate their number. 

In the place of honor in the axis of the 
monument are written the names of the 
thirteen original colonies, and upon the 
“ stela,” guarded by the eagle, is the Goddess 
of the twentieth century, the modern Miner- 
va, flanked by ranks of lions roaring the 
Flory of America. 

At the base is a great amphitheater form- 
ing @ sort of sanctuary, where orators, 
Philanthropists, and savants may deliver 
1 words before the altar of their 
country. In the interior elevators conduct 
to differént balconies and stories, as well 
as to the powerful beacon, placed 1,500 feet 
above the ground. 

In the lake itself, facing the monument on 
the other side ofthe esplanade, a basin of 
vast dimensions for regattas is planned.
